Author kills self 
after slaying girl A 


Ottawa sticks to 6 % target 


A well-kncfcvn wildlife biolo¬ 
gist, author and fonVier news¬ 
paper reporter was the cen¬ 
tral figure in a murder- 
suicide in Victoria and Saan¬ 
ich Friday. 

Saanich and Victoria police 
believe that 37-year-old Ian 
Donald Smith, of 218 Ports¬ 
mouth Street, committed sui¬ 
cide Friday morning after 
killing 24-year-old Antoinette 
Frances Maria Beltgens, of 
308-3142 Cedar Hill Road, as 
she arrived for work at a 
medical office building at 3042 
Shelboume. 

Smith joined the B.C. Fish 
and Wildlife Branch in 1370, 
one year after receiving his 
master of science degree in 
wildlife management from the 
University erf British Colum¬ 
bia, and was the regional 
wildlife biologist for Van¬ 
couver Island at Nanaimo be¬ 
fore becoming co-ordinator of 
wildlife inventory in B.C. at 
Victoria. 

He -Wrote a book. The Un¬ 
known Island, and contributed 
many articles in scientific and 
outdoor magazines such as 
Western Fish and Wildlife, 
Northwest Sportsman, B.C. 
Outdoors, Wildlife Review, 
Beautiful British Columbia 
and Field and Stream. 

Smith, who graduated from 
the University of Victoria in 
1961 and spent a year as prin¬ 
cipal of a two-room school in 
the Queen Charlotte Islands, 
worked as a reporter for the 
Victoria Times in the sum¬ 
mers of 1957 to 1962, except 
for 1960, and also worked 
summers in 1965 and 1966 for 
the Colonist. 

The tragedy began about 9 
a.m. when Miss Beltgens, a 
receptionist -nurse for Dr. 
John Campbell, arrived at the

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Abducted Spanish leaders rescued 


MADRID (AP) — Police 
rescued two high officials un¬ 
harmed Friday from their left- 
tist kidnappers and jailed the 
men who planned the abduc¬ 
tions, the government said. 

Solving the kidnappings 
eased the most serious chal¬ 
lenge to the Spanish govern¬ 
ment since the death of Fran¬ 
cisco Franco in November, 
1975, but rejoycing was 
marred by the killing of a 
Barcelona policeman. 

The government said police 
found and freed Lt.-Gen. Emi¬ 
lio Villaescusa •— Spain’s 
chief military Judge — from 
one Madrid apartment and a

few minutes later swept into 
another apartment on the op¬ 
posite side of the capital and 
released Antonio Maria de 
Oriol, president of the state 
council that advises the gov¬ 
ernment on legislation. Villae¬ 
scusa was kidnapped 18 days 
ago and Oriol two months 
ago. 

More than two dozen sus¬ 
pects including four ring¬ 
leaders of the radical left or- 
ganization called GRAPO 
were under arrest in the case, 
the announcement said.

OTTAWA (CP) — Anony¬ 
mous death threats were 
made this week against four 
Quebec Liberal MPs who re¬ 
cently refused to sing God 
Save the Queen in Parliament, 
one of the MPs said Friday. 

Serge Joyal of Maison- 
neuve-Rosemont said the 
RCMP informed him Thurs¬ 
day that death threats had 
been received against him¬ 
self, Claude-Andre Lachance of 
lAfontaine-Roeemont, Jacques 
Olibier of Longueuil and Louis 
Du doe of Montmorency. 

Joyal and Lachance said 
the RCMP had told them to 
be careful, especially when 


using their cars, because of 
the possibility of a bomb or 
other form of sabotage. 

Joyal said the threats might 
be a joke, “but I can’t judge.” 

He said he has received 
considerable mall from Eng- 
lish-Canadians on his anti¬ 
monarchist stand. 

Some of the mail was Insult¬ 
ing, he said, while other let¬ 
ters were polite but firm in 
a pro-monarchist stand. ' ■* 
Joyal said he did not join In 
singing God Save the Queen 
last week because "the people 
who elected me don’t think 
the queen is a symbol of Ca¬ 
nadian identity.”

Barichello said the broiler 
producers had no protection 
from U.S. imports and had no 
provincial income security. 

The BOGEU statement, fol¬ 
lowing an executive meeting 
in Victoria, said a resolution 
to be presented to government 
noted that workers pay higher 
food prices in B.C. than in 
any other place in North 
America. 

The BCGEU plans a food- 
price survey in this province 
and has asked for a similar 
study to be conducted by its 
national affiliate, the Canadi¬ 
an Labor Congress, in view of 
price disparities.

Later Friday, two senior po¬ 
lice officers visited the 
Roman Catholic secretariat in 
Pretoria requesting evidence 
to.back up church allegations 
of police brutality against 
blacks, a church spokesman 
reported. 

On Thursday, the church 
sharply criticized alleged po¬ 
lice brutality during last 
year’s riots and charged there 
had been reports of “seeming¬ 
ly systematic beatings and 
unjustifiable shootings during 
disturbances and of cold¬ 
blooded torture of detained 
persons.” 

Friday’s declaration was 
issued after a weeklong meet¬ 
ing of the Southern African 
Catholic Bishop’s Conference 
here, which ruled that “the 
Catholic church in South Afri¬ 
ca is lagging behind in 
witness to the Gospel in mai- 
ters of social justice.” 

The church also said it 
would promote equal pay for 
equal work and would try to 
eliminate racially-derogatory 
language such as calling 
blacks “bantus” and adults 
“boys” and “girls.”

Act to protect tourists 


The child's case made head¬ 
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The provincial government 
hViday took the first step to¬ 
ward providing protection for 
travellers caught in the trap 
of bankrupt travel companies. 

Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs Rafe Mair said he 
hoped his Travel Agents Reg¬ 
istration Act, introduced in 
the Legislature Friday morn¬ 
ing, would receive speedy 
passage. 

When it becomes law, the 
legislation will require all 
travel agents in the province 
to be registered at a central 
registry. The -bill also pro¬ 
vides for the establishment of/ 
a fund from which travellers 
would receive full refunds 
should the agency they were 
dealing with fail financially. 


The fund will be established 
as a joint operation between 
government and the travel in¬ 
dustry. 

At present travellers using 
advanced bookings for trips 
and vacations have virtually 
no protection when an agency 
goes into bankruptcy. 

“Under this legislation 
there will be complete protec¬ 
tion, not only for the travell¬ 
ing public, but for the travel 
industry, too,” Mair said. 
“And I must say that I have 
been pushed hard for this leg¬ 
islation by travel agents be¬ 
cause on those rare but tragic 
occasions when an agency col¬ 
lapses the entire industry suf¬ 
fers.”

ulations will be a board of 
representatives from the trav¬ 
el industry, the general public 
and govemmenl. 

On making application to be 
registered, the person or per¬ 
sons involved will be required 
to provide proof of financial 
stability; proof of residence in 
B.C., and agree to establish a 
trust fund in which all money 
paid by travellers is deposit¬ 
ed. 

Money in the .trust fund 
must remain in trust until 
used for the actual service 
paid for by the consumer. It 
will be illegal for the agent to 
use funds deposited as collat¬ 
eral for other purposes. 

Mair said no registration 
fee had yet been established 


but that it would be before the 
legislation comes into effect. 

The fees, along with, other 
financing, wdll be used to es¬ 
tablish a “travel assurance 
fund" from which travellers 
will be reimbursed in the 
event of financial failure of 
their travel agent. 

The minister said no total 
had yet been arrived at for 
the assurance fund but “it 
will hopefully be large enough 
for compensation to be paid 
out of the interest.” 

Mair noted that the legisla¬ 
tion also provides the regis¬ 
trar of travel agents with au¬ 
thority to inspect the books of 
any travel agency suspected 
of being on the verge of col¬ 
lapse.

20 years ago 


Police bugging devices 
‘indispensable’ crime aid 


OTTAWA (CP) — Police 
tapped 1,224 telephones or 
other communication devices 
in 1976 and used microphones 
to bug everything from resi¬ 
dences to unspecified "con¬ 
tainers,” Solicitor-General 
Francis Fox reported Friday. 

The taps and bugs were au¬ 
thorized by judges under the 
1974 Protection of Privacy 
Act. The Teport, tabled by 
Fox in the Commons, said the 
police invasions of privacy re¬ 
sulted in 1,062 arrests, includ¬ 
ing 824 whose names were not 
set out in the applications for 
authorization to wiretap or 
bug. 

A second report said 517 
warrants authorizing elec¬ 
tronic eavesdropping under 
the Official Secrets Ac tv were 
issued in 1976. The average 
time the warrants were in 
force was just under 241 days. 

The Official Secrets Act re-

port said the interceptions 
were "vital and indispensable 1 
investigative aids to supple¬ 
ment, verify or disprove infor¬ 
mation derived from other 
sources.” 

It said the technique was 
used to check out subversive 
activity "both ip the sphere of 
foreign intelligence activities 
directed towards gathering in¬ 
telligence information relating 
to Canada and in the violent, 
terrorist or criminal activities 
directed towards ac¬ 
complishing government 
change in Canada or else¬ 
where.” 

The more detailed Protec¬ 
tion of Privacy Act report 
said all 614 applications last 
year were granted by judges 
and conditions were placed on 
only two of them. All 542 ap¬ 
plications for extension* of 
the 90-day authorizations to 
eavesdrop also were granted. 


‘ ‘ W h i 1 e using interrela¬ 
tions ... to investigate other 
offences, law enforcement of¬ 
ficers frequently become 
aware of other offences which 
had been previously unknown 
or unreported,” the report 
said. Arrests sometimes re¬ 
sulted in several countries. 

More than 3,200 authoriza¬ 
tions specified offences under 
the Narcotics Contrql Act. 
The report said substantial 
quantities of illicit narcotics 
were seized as a result. 

One Income Tax Act viola¬ 
tion was listed under the 
heading of "activities of or¬ 
ganized crime.” 

Almost 550 authorizations 
were granted under the con¬ 
spiracy heading of the Crimi¬ 
nal Code, usually used as a 
blanket charge in drug cases. 
About 250 were aimed at traf¬ 
ficking of controlled or re¬ 
stricted drugs under the Food

and Drug Act. Custom* and 
excise violations accounted 
for 32 more authorizations. 

The places bugged:»512 per¬ 
manent residences. 40 tempo¬ 
rary residences, 106 commer¬ 
cial premises, eight vehicle*, 
four "interview rooms" and 
12 "containers.” 

Guides 4cr bugging of court 
house interview rooms were 
set down in December after 
lawyers in Sault Ste.

CINCINNATI (UPI) — A 
man and a woman armed 
with a shotgun who spid they 
were looking for a baby bom 
20 years ago took eight 
women hostage late Friday 
night inside a Salvation Army 
home for unwed mothers. 

The hostage* were held in 
an x-ray room in the two- 
storey Catherine Booth home 
which has room for about 35 
unwed mothers. 

‘There are eight hostages 
in the x-ray room,” said Sal¬ 
vation Army- Major David 
Raxendale, director for the 
Salvation Army in Southern 
Ohio and Northern Kentucky. 

"A man and a woman came 
in with a shotgun, I think the 
man is drunk,” Baxendale 
said. "They are looking for a 


baby that was bom in 1957. 
They just won't communicate 
at this point.” 

Raxendale said he did not 
know- why the couple was 
looking for a baby bom 20 
years ago. 

"We’ve got a bad situation 
here,” aaid’lJt. Harold Mils, 
a Cincinnati police officer on 
the scene who said between 25 
and 30 other policemen were 
at the nursing home. He said 
a tactical weapons team was 
inside the home.

Dear Dr. ThMteeoa: Can a 

person with angina pectoris 
enjoy a full sex life? My hus¬ 
band. who has it, seems to 
think not. If not, why? I am 
37 years olf and don’t want to 
give up my previous habits. 
— Mrs. B.M. 

There are degrees of every¬ 
thing, and that include* an¬ 
gina pectoris. The basic prob¬ 
lem, as you know, is a defi¬ 
ciency of blood supply to the 
heart muscle. This causes 
pain radiating from the heart, 
usually on the left side of the 
body. 

The common cause is nar¬ 
rowing of the arteries serving 
the heart. This deficiency can 
t>e severe or mild. Sex need 
not be ruled out for angina 
victims, but, as with any 
other exertion, it has to be 
approached more carefully. 

Much depends on how little 
non-sexual activity it takes to 
bring on symptoms. If a casu¬ 
al walk or something equally 
non-taxing causes the pain 
then sex would have to be 
approached cautiously. 

It is imjiortant for your hus¬ 
band to learn how to use med¬ 
icine, not only to relieve at¬ 
tacks but to forestall them. 
Only your physician can 
gauge jour husband's condi¬ 
tion sufficiently to advise 
more specifically. 

Dear Dr. Thosteaon: About 
two years ago I had my two 
bottom wisdom teeth re¬ 
moved. Ever since I have had 
a cracking in my jaw when I 
open my mouth. Is this never 
going to go away?—J.A.W.

OTTAWA (CP) — Ottawa 
and the provinces each came 
away with half a loaf from 
talks Friday on federal pro¬ 
posals for a bigger voice in in¬ 
terprovincial road transport. 

Transport Minister Otto 
Lang said after the talks that 
Ottawa would be represented 
on an interprovincial advisory 
body on motor transport. 

But he said he agreed to 
consider redrafting federal 
legislation which alarmed 
provinces. The legislation 
gives the federal government 
power to take over all regula¬ 
tion of motor transport be¬ 
tween provinces. 

The trucking issue, dormant 
for years, erupted this year in 
separate disputes in New¬ 
foundland and Saskatchewan. 
The federal government inter¬ 
vened in trucking regulation 
for the first time when it as¬ 
sumed authority over the Ca¬ 
nadian National Railways bus 
service in Newfoundland last 
summer. 

Quebec Transport Minister 
Lucien Lessard said the prov¬ 
inces succeeeded in blocking 
a federal move to take a more 
active role in regulating 
motor transport. Ottawa had 
merely been given a seat on 
the inter-provincial advisory 
body.

OTTAWA (CP i — Premier 
William Bennett indicated 
Friday that he has been as¬ 
sured of federal support for 
British Columbia plans to ex¬ 
ploit its northeastern coal 
fields and link the region by 
rail to the Pacific Coast. 

The B.C. premier told re¬ 
porters after a 45-minute 
meeting with Prime Minister 
Trudeau that federal-provin¬ 
cial studies on the proposals 
are proceeding "a little faster 
than we thought.” 

Though tli© federal govern¬ 
ment had offered the province 
no guarantees, it had reacted 
sympathetically to the re¬ 
source development plans. 

Bennett, who returns to 
Vancouver today after four 
days of talks with cabinet 
ministers and federal of¬ 
ficials, said northern B.C. 
development would "do a lot” 
tor the enure country. 

Increased exports of north¬ 
ern coal and timber would 


help offset the country’s $5- 
billion balance of payments 
deficit. 

And a railway linking the 
north-eastern interior ot B.C. 
to Prince George would en¬ 
courage settlement and take 
population pressure away 
from the U.S.-Canada border 
further south. 

The premier said he did not 
come to Ottawa with his hand 
out looking for federal aid. 

Instead, he merely wanted 
the government to realize the 
province intends to capitalize 
on regional expansion pro¬ 
grams never before accepted 
by B.C. 

Bennet said his gov¬ 
ernment had an estimate of 
the cost of exploiting th« 
northeastern part of the prov¬ 
ince, but he refused to dis¬ 
close his estimates. 

The estimated cost was high 
enough that it "might frighten 
fieople—so we don’t bandy the 
figures around.” 


Supreme court wrestles with case 


Where to put juvenile? 


VANCOUVER (CP — The 
B.C. Supreme Court Friday 
wrestled with the problem of 
what to do with a juvenile 
whom a provincial court 
.judge tried to have delivered 
last week to the attorney- 
general. 

The boy still is being held in 
what lawyers say is a juvenile 
holding facility in Prince Ru¬ 
pert. 

Mr. Justice Harry McKay, 
who adjourned the hearing to 
Feb. 18, asked the lawyers to 
provide him with more infor¬ 


mation on the boy, and the 
availability of juvenile facili¬ 
ties in' the province. 

He specifically atfked law¬ 
yer C. K. Cam r bell, repre¬ 
senting the superintendent of 
child welfare to find out what 
group homes are available in 
Prince Rupert and whether 
there are plans to build a ju¬ 
venile industrial school in the 
province. 

The case concerns a 16- 
year-old boy who last week 
was sentenced in Prince Ru¬ 
pert to two years In a non¬ 
existent industrial school. 


In sentencing the bpy, pro¬ 
vincial court judge E. J. 
Cronin ordered that he be de¬ 
livered directly to the attor¬ 
ney-general in Victoria. 

Lawyers for the attorney- 
general subsequently obtained 
an order quashing that ruling. 

'At the hearing Friday, law¬ 
yer Larry Myers, represent¬ 
ing the juvenile said Cronin 
sentenced the boy to an indus¬ 
trial school, although he knew 
none existed, to demonstrate 
his concern about the lack of 
facilities.

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The milfoil plague 


T HE CONSIDERABLE CONCERN that has grown 

with the spread of the lake-choking weed. 
Eurasian milfoil, is well justified And the question 
arises again of using the controversial herbicide, 2, 4- 
D, in halting its advances. 

When the weed — it derives its name from mille 
(thousand) phis folium (leaf) — first became a worry 
about six years ago, it had taken hold of about 40 acres 
of Okanagan Lake in Its northwestern end and within a 
year had extended its blanket by another 160 acres. 
Since then it has more than tripled, with a single plant 
capable of producing as many as 250 "offspring.” 

It has found its way to Skaha and Osoyoos lakes to 
the south and the fear is that it will reach, if it hasn't 
already, the lakes of the Shuswap region to the north 
from where it could send its tentacles down the 
Thompson River to Kamloops Lake and on to the 
Fraser. 

It's a killer. Some drownings in the Okanagan have 
been attributed to the weed already. It has ruined 
valuable recreation areas and if it is allowed to 


Unbelievable 


F ROM OTTAWA comes the government 
announcement that it has abandoned 
its publicity campaign designed to convince 
taxpayers it is serious about austerity. 

So that Canadians will not interpret this move as 
an admission by the federal government that it is 
finally dropping its pretext of cutting back on its 
prolific spending habits, it has come up with an 
interesting explanation: it doesn't want the publicity 
campaign to look like propaganda. 

So what is so objectionable about propaganda? 
According to the dictionary, propaganda means the 
dissemination of ideas to support a doctrine. If this 
definition is accepted and the government wants to 
promote support for its present doctrine of economic 
recovery through austerity, wherein lies the 
objection? 

Of course, over the years, the meaning 
of propaganda has often been changed. In certain 
periods of history it became synonymous with the 
propagation of false information for the purpose of 
misleading the public. 

If this is the meaning Ottawa fears being as¬ 
sociated with then it has done the right thing to kill its 
publicity campaign. 

After all, what kind of credibility would it enjoy if 
it pujilicly preached government austerity at a time 
when its expenditures are expected to increase 14 per 
cent to $42.1 billion in the fiscal year ending next 
month? 


continue its scourge, could clog drainage and irrigation 
canals in the Fraser Valley farm land and interfere 
with wildlife in the Fraser estuary; it is adaptable and 
will grow in water with as much as 30 per cent salinity. 

How to cope with the jungle-like growth is the 
subject of a report from three University of B.C. 
faculty members just released by Environment 
Minister James Nielsen which give* Little hope for an 
early end to what they agree is a serious problem. 

The uprooting of the weed by mechanical means Is 
a tall order with the extent to which it has become 
established. Even if there were roto-tiller harvesters 
of the kind they think should be used, it would be 
impossible to extract every last root of milfoil which 
would continue sending out shoots. It would have to be 
a continuous operation, too. And that wouldn't be 
feasible. 

With that comes the question of counter-attacking 
with 2, 4-D, which the report doesn't rule out despite 
long-standing objections to the use of the herbicide. It 
is "probably a useful and safe tool” to fight milfoil, the 
report states and it is suggested that it be tried 
sparingly until more information about it is obtained. 
The hope is to have it for a further report next month. 
And therein lies a problem 

There are so many differences of opinion on 2,4-D 
and what it can or may do that it is going to be difficult 
to decide if it should be used in an all-out assault on the 
milfoil plague, as serious is the problem is poses. 

The minister of the environment already has a 
federal agriculture department report, prepared by a 
research chemist at Summerland, in which it is 
concluded that 2, 4-D can be used safely in Okanagan 
weed control "provided that reasonable precautions 
are taken.” 

There is a claim, also, that a Eurasian milfoil 
problem (a 25.000-acre problem) in the U.S. Tennessee 
Valley has been brought under control by the use of 2,4- 
D. Traces of the chemical have been found in fish, but 
at less than one part per million, which is considered 
safe by the federal Environmental Protection Agency. 

And there is the other side. UBC forestry Professor 
J. P. Kimmins, in a review of the ecological effects of 
herbicides in controlling tree pests, says research over 
the past 20 yean “has made it abundantly clear that a 
far more rigorous analysis of the health and 
environmental toxicology of herbicides is required 
before we can accept bland assurances of their 
'safety'.” 

His further statement makes it that much more 
difficult for his colleages in deciding what to say in 
their next report on the lake weed situation: 

. Unfortunately, it must be concluded that we 
do not know and are currently not in a position to 
accurately assess the genetic consequences of applying 
herbicides for either human, other animal, or plant 
populations ..

Controls and self-interest 


Controls if necessary, but not 
necessarily controls.

Economically, Darcy is right 
on track Average profits have 
been too low to spur invest¬ 
ment and create enough new 
jobs And wage settlements at 
eight to 10 per cent are still 
four or five times greater than 
the average increase in produc¬ 
tivity — just slightly more than 
two per cent per person in 1976 
But politically the McKeough 
position makes you wonder 
where the Ontario Tories are 
looking for the votes necessary 
to get their majority. 

Mist people want both wage 
and profit controls lifted. 
Labor complains that controls 
Interfere with “free" collec¬ 
tive bargaining, and manage¬ 
ment insists that rigidity in 
profit margins makes new in¬ 
vestment unattractive.

Euphemistically the 
Strategic Arms Limitation 
Talks are aimed at removing a 
threat of nuclear holocaust 
from mankind. In practice 
however, these negotiations 
will be much better understood 
as a good old-fashioned power 
struggle. But since history at¬ 
tests there is no such thing as 
permanence for a winner, the 
name of the game (for the U.S. 
at least) is to achieve a balance 
of power. 

To most outsiders, negotia¬ 
tions on strategic deterrence 
have become an esoteric trade, 
having little to do with the real 
issues dividing the ideological 
blocs. 

"If each side has enough 
power to destroy the other 
beyond repair, what’s the im¬ 
portance of modest disparities 
in numbers of missiles, 
bombers, and nuclear armed 
submarines? The one who 
strikes first stands to lose 
about as much as his victim. If 
then deterrence can't be al¬ 
lowed to fail, why treat the is¬ 
sues of SALT with such 
elaborate punctilio?” 

Well, as the author of the 
above points out, this tempting 
overview ignores both the in¬ 
clination of military planners, 
and pressure on politicians to 
hedge the prospect that deter¬ 
rence could fail.

If deterrence should fail, 
then doctrinal strategy 
i Mutual Assured Destruction) 
does indeed call for response to 
any attack with massive 
retaliation on the aggressor's 
population centres and in¬ 
dustry. But reality will 
probably be closer to a 
scenario where there is an ac¬ 
cidental. or limited use of 
strategic weapons, which 
would be met with a limited 
response — one that would seek 
to avoid population centres and

force weapons. It tempts both 
the U.S and the USSR- to 
achieve a war-winning 
capability — the ultimate 
bugaboo for nuclear 
strategists. In its simplest 
terms, a war-winning 
capability necessitates (a) suf¬ 
ficient counterforce weapons 
for a decisive attack on oppos¬ 
ing strategic weapons, and (b) 
additional weapons to hold the 
victim's population and in¬ 
dustry hostage.

If only one side has this com¬ 
bination, the possibility of 
blackmail is enormous. If both 
achieve it, then we’re back to 
mutual deterrence, but minus 
billions of extra dollars, and 
just as far as ever from 
genuine detente. 

So, the logical, all important 
problem for SALT negotiators 
is to accurately assess current 
capabilities, add the effect of 
technological momentum to 
the tenuous balance projected 
by SALT D, then arrange for 
continuing stability, without a 
further costly round of more 
sophisticated weapons. 

With the probable SALT n 
limitations, "there is no cause 
for concern” — so say those 
who use a "static" assessment 
for capabilities. These experts 
simply take the proposed 
number of weapons for each 
side, apply formulas for dif¬ 
ferences in types, allow for in¬ 
evitable up-grading, and arrive 
at what appears to be an 
equitable balance of power for 
the duration of the agreement. 
However, if one moves to the 
first step of a dynamic 
analysis, i.e., by considering 
what would be left to each side 
after an initial counterforce 
strike by the U.S.S.R. and 


before the United States 
retaliates, then the picture 
becomes worrisome. 

If the dynamic analysis is 
carried one step further — by 
estimating the weapons 
remaining to each side, after 
the United States responds to 
an initial Soviet counterforce 
strike, with one of her own — 
worry quickly gives way to 
genuine alarm Charts which 
are the basis of this pes- 
sisimism show that SALT II 
will have "no discemable ef¬ 
fect in arresting the trend to an 
increasingly large margin of 
Soviet superiority." despite the 
lead that the United States 
presently holds in warheads 
and technology. 

If one goes along with this 
last, disquieting forecast land 
the credentials of its authors 
suggest that it certainly can't 
be rejected out of hand), then 
what? 

Supposing the facts making 
for Soviet strategic superiority 
in the mid-SQs could be substan¬ 
tiated. to the satisfaction of the 
Kremlin, one might think that 
balancing adjustments in SALT 
n could be agreed from time to 
time. But such collaboration is 
just not in the cards. The prin¬ 
cipal reason is that the 
U.S.S.R. doesn't recognize the 
goal of "equality in strategic 
power."

As one who has been a big 
wheel in SALT negotiations put 
it to me: "The only equality the 
U.S.S.R talks about is 'equal 
security.' So when you note her 
geographic location, wide¬ 
spread hostility to her ideo¬ 
logical zeal, the relative at¬ 
traction of Western socialism 
over the Kremlin version, her 
friends vis a vis those of the 


U S , then add China to the 
equation, many things become 
clear. Unremitting expansion 
of Soviet conventional and 
nuclear military power is no 
surprise to me." 

In view of this national psy¬ 
chosis. it should be obvious that 
there will be no cheap and sure 
way to sustain a strategic arms 
balance. Mr. Outer may believe 
there is. He may do his best tc 
discover it. But there is not 
evidence that eagerness, or 
even pre-emptive concessions 
will produce detente with a dic¬ 
tatorship. Thus the most we 
can hope for SALT II may well 
be: concessions, agreement, 
disillusionment, then a costly 
rush to catch up — a sequence 
not unknown to Western 
democracies.

In any event, the real threat 
inherent in SALT II is not that 
it may fail to restrain Soviet ef¬ 
forts to achieve strategic 
superiority (Americans are no 
slouches at hedging bets either, 
when you get right down to it). 
The danger Is that SALT may 
so monopolize public attention 
that it will come to be regarded 
as "the centrepiece and prin¬ 
cipal weather-vane of Soviet- 
American detente” and create 
expectations accordingly. 

But SALT isn t and never can 
be anything of the sort. This ac¬ 
colade belongs to the Helsinki 
accords — as is becoming 
clearer every day. No need to 
play SALT in a lower key 
because of this. On the other 
hand, any effort put into SALT 
should be at least doubled in 
furtherance of the Helsinki 
principles — and particularly 
for better people-to-people 
relations. Otherwise any SALT 
agreement will probably be 
more honored in the breach 
than the observance.

could take several forms.

So far as Brazil is concerned, President 
Carter is making a bad start if he hopes to im¬ 
prove relations with Latin America. 

The Carter administration's first overt ac¬ 
tion having to do with the other American 
republics amounted to an attempt to sabotage 
Brazil's effort to obtain nuclear power plants 
and technology from West Germany. 

The conversations that Vice-President 
Walter Mondale held with Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt in Bonn were intended to convince 
the Germans that they should not go through 
with their plans to sell Brazil a complete 
nuclear package. 

Press reports indicated that Mondale 
failed to get West Germany to modify Its 
agreement with Brazil, unilaterally But 
there were reports that Bonn had been pres¬ 
sured Into agreeing that it would reword its 
nuclear pact with Brazil if the Brazilian 
government was in accord. 

It is President Carter's view that West 
Germany should not provide Brazil either 
with the technology necessary for the 
enrichment of uranium or with the equipment 
needed to reprocess plutonium. 

Brazil, however, feels that it needs the 
eight nuclear power stations and the other 
facilities and equipment to meet its growing 
demands for electric energy.

What is more, the Brazilians want to avoid 
having to rely on the United States, the Soviet 
Union, the United Kingdom or France which 
now are the principal sources of enriched 
uranium. 

A nuclear power plant that Brazil earlier 
bought from the United States and which 
should go Into service in 1978 depends an fuel 
that must be imported from the United 
States. 

While it may be generally ignored In the 
United States, Brazil knows that U.S. supplies 
of uranium are limited and growing more ex¬ 
pensive with the passage of time. 


If Brasil is able to obtain the complete 
nuclear package from West Germany it 
will be able to enrich its own uranium and 
then extract plutonium from the bumed-out 
fuel rods, for possible use later, rather than 
having to obtain a fresh supply of uranium 

The United States' concern, which has 
been voiced often before but never in such un¬ 
diplomatic fashion, is that either highly 
enriched uranium or plutonium Is the key in¬ 
gredient for making nuclear bombs. 

And President Carter does not want any 
Latin American nations to have a nuclear 
weapons capability.

Brazilians, of course, deny that they have 
any warlike intentions. What is more, even 
foreign observers agree. Brazil needs new 
sources of power. 

Estimates are that its hydro-electric 
potential is being developed to the fullest. As 
it has only limited petroleum resources, and 
its bill for Imported oil last year was around 
Cl 9 billion, that fuel seems too expensive So 
it turned its attention to nuclear power, as 
has Argentina, its neighbor to the south. 

The controversy seems to have served 
to bring the government of President 
Ernesto Geisel and the opposition to general 
agreement for the time being. 

It was an opposition congressman. Joao 
Cunha. who voiced the harshest reaction. He 
said that the Ugted States was "showing the 
claws of imperialism, humiliating and trying 
to subdue" Brazil. 

Brazilians also were upset by the fact that 
the United States had not consulted them on 
the matter prior to Mondale's trip to Europe 

Under a "memorandum of understan¬ 
ding" that former Secretary of State Kis¬ 
singer and his Brazilian counterpart signed 
in February, 1976, both countries seemed 
obliged to give warning of any foreign policy 
actions that concerned the other.

Re your editorial on CIDA 
and our wasteful foreign aid: I 
think you have missed the main 
point of Mr Roche's lecture at 
the Metropolitan Church hall 

1 agree that Mr. Roche did 
not put it over too well himself 
but he did stress, by his exam¬ 
ple of China, that development 
is not so much a matter of 
money as of the degree of com¬ 
mitment to development by 
those concerned. He 
emphasized that China was 
successful in raising the stan¬ 
dard of living of its millions 
because the government itself, 
through Mao. involved the peo¬ 
ple themselves in the develop¬ 
ment process 

By contrast, Mr. Roche 
reiterated a well known fact 
which is, that our aid does not 
even always reach down to the 
level of the poorer populations, 
let alone create development 
within them 

However, this has been 
known for over two decades 
now. The rich grow richer and 
the poor get poorer. Despite in¬ 
numerable international and 
parliamentary committees, 
nothing has changed, and Mr. 
Roche is a member of one such 
committee. 

Where 1 fault Mr Roche, and 
editorials like yours, is that 
there is no follow-through of 
the facts that are revealed. Mr. 
Roche recognizes that our aid 
philosophy is wrong and that 
CIDA is spending billions of 
dollars that in no way serve the 
self-help development needs of 
the hungry people most con¬ 
cerned but he ends up recom¬ 
mending support of UN and 
voluntary agencies whose 
record is just as bad as CIDA's 


The thing that is wrong with 
our present development aid 
formula is that CIDA has no 
proper evaluation and control 
system for its field projects 
Added to this is the fact that 
some governments are not anx¬ 
ious to really help their popula¬ 
tions develop and prefer that 
our aid remain “casual ’. Thus, 
if Mr Roche really believes in 
the example of China, it 
becomes evident that our aid 
must be completely reviewed 
and made conditional on a 
deeper commitment to be 
agencies as well as govern¬ 
ments 

This can be done by indepen¬ 
dent, evaluation of projects, 
and merciless cancellation of 
those programs that are not

Castro denies Soviets 
ordered Angolan role 


Cuban President Fidel Castro savi he will 
keep his soldiers in Angola for as long as they 
are needed. 

While indicating that a withdrawal of 
some troops continues. Castro in a lengthy 
Swedish television interview made dear his 
commitment to the pro-Marxist movement 
for the Liberation of Angola (MPLA) 
“Naturally we will continue our military 
cooperation to defend Angola against any 
agression from the outside as long as it is 
needed for them to organize their army," he 
said in the interview that went largely un¬ 
noticed outside Scandinavia. 

The Castro comments on Angola were 
brief, but they were apparently the fullest ex¬ 
planation yet of the Cuban intervention and 
were stripped of the usual propaganda ver¬ 
biage. 

. Castro in quick order: 

Said Cuba intervened in part because the 
Central Intelligence Agency was already 
there. "Then the CIA’s intervention came in 
Angola, the invasion in northern Angola by 
troops from Zaire, but above all when regular 
South African troops invaded Angola Oct 23 
U975I. then 1 sent Cuban troops into Angola.” 

Denied that Moscow had asked him to in¬ 
tervene. “It is such a delicate and serious 
question that no nation can urge another to do 
so.” 

Indicated that some troops are being pul¬ 
led out. "We are gradually cutting down our 
military personnel in Angola and increasing 
the civilian help.” 

There Is no evidence that the Swedish 
television crew asked Castro about the size of 
the Cuban buildup in Angola, the number of

troops withdrawn, or the nature of military 
help. Nor chd the Swedish interrogators fol¬ 
low up on the question of internal opposition 
to the pro-Moscow MPLA 

The MPLA was one of three guerilla 
groups that emerged in Angola with the 
withdrawal of the Portuguese, who had ruled 
the African colony for 500 years. The MPLA 
holds nominal sway, largely as a result of 
Cuban support, but the other two groups are 
still challenging MPLA control of parts of 
Angola 

One big unanswered question is whether a 
full Cuban withdrawal would leave the MPLA 
at the mercy of other groups. 

Cubanologists in the United States s«y this 
is the first time Castro has stated flatly that 
the Soviet Union did not ask him to intervene 
The question has been much debated with 
hints that would indicate both positions. But 
there has been growing conviction that 
Cuba’s role in Angola was initiated largely by 
Cuba itself, although it certainly pleased 
Moscow 

At face value, the Castro statement seems 
to confirm this conviction. 

Castro’s comments on Angola were 
sandwiched into the second of two 80-minute 
documentary segments on the revolution 
that brought him to power 18 years ago. The 
segments, which included extensive inter¬ 
views with the Cuban Isadsr. ware filmed lets 
last year.

Although the government has proposed annual 
lower taxes of about 9550. the budget hiked taxes on 
electricity, television permits, alcohol, tobacco and road 
use. 

The non-socialists blame the Social Democrats for the 
economic situation which has forced them to spend more 
money than they want. 

In the past two years labor costs have risen 40 per cent, 
making Swedish production costs 30 per cent higher than 
West Germany.

Phillips survives 
week’s criticism 


Warning with funds 


Economic Development 
Minister Don Phillips sur¬ 
vived a week of criticism Fri¬ 
day but with an Opposition 
warning of more to come next 
week. 

Shortly before the Legisla¬ 
ture rose at 1 p.m., chief New 
Democratic Party critic Gary 
J^auk (Vancouver Centre) 
fired his final shot for the 
week by moving that Phillips’ 
salary be reduced to $1. 

Phillips earns 524,000 a year 
as a cabinet minister plus 
524,000 as MLA for South 
Peace River. Lauk worded his 
motion to cut Phillip’s minis¬ 
terial salary to 523,999 but 
leave the MLA’s salary un¬ 
touched. 

In the B.C. Legislature 
there is normally at least one 
move a session to reduce a 
minister’s salary by 51, but 
Lauk said that was only a 
token move. He said he want¬ 
ed to demonstrate the depth 
of the Opposition’s dis¬ 
pleasure at Phillips’ conduct. 

Lauk told the house that 
Phillips had “skillfully dodged 
every question asked of him 
all week ... his lack of can¬ 
didness . . .dodging, twisting, 
turning,-maK^s me very sus¬ 
picious indeed.” 

He said he would be pre¬ 
pared to withdraw the motion, 
technically a non-cofidence 
motion in Phillips, if the min¬ 
ister would agree to resign. 

Committee chairman and 
deputy speaker Harvey 
Schroeder said he wasn’t sure 
whether Lauk’s motion was 
sound anyway, but promised 
a ruling Monday. 


Lauk indicated that which¬ 
ever way the ruling went he 
intended to keep the pessure 
on Phillips until he got an¬ 
ti were to questions he had 
been asking all week. 

Friday Lauk listed 36 ques¬ 
tions he had asked and 
claimed that none had been 
answered. He said he would 
continue his attack “for as 
long as is necessary.” 

The questions ranged from 
, coal and steel mill proposals 
with Japanese interests, to 
loans approved or rejected by 
the B.C. Development Cor¬ 
poration, B.C. Railway and 
the Grizzly Valley gas fields. 

Lauk wasn’t the lone critic. 

Scott Wallace (PC-Oak 
Bay) charged the entire gov¬ 
ernment with being secretive, 
especially in matters related 
to the B.C. Railway. 

He said he had recently te¬ 
lephoned BCR headquarters 
to seek information on the 
controversial Dease Lake ex¬ 
tension and had been told that 
any questions on the BCR 
should be asked on the floor 
of the house. 

That, Wallace suggested, 
was pointless advice because 
the government was “trying 
to hide information that is 
embarrassing to them.” 

Wallace also suggested that 
Phillips step down from direc¬ 
torships on BCR and the 
BCDC to guarantee that there 
would be no political interfer¬ 
ence with either organization. 

The Legislature reconvenes 
at 2 p.m.Monday.

PROVINCIAL COURT 


Banks were criticized Fri¬ 
day in Victoria provincial 
court for making it too easy 
for people to obtain Wank 
cheques. 

Lawyer Ted Hanman ad¬ 
dressed his remarks to 
Judge William Ostler before 
the sentencing of 22-year-old 
Delores Isobel Granfield, of 
345 Old Island Highway, who 
pleaded guilty Jan. 12 to 30 
counts of false pretences and 
one charge of possession of 
$530 worth of stolen leather 
coats from Woodwards. 

Hanman said that for a $3 
deposit, banks will give peo¬ 
ple a book of cheques so that 
they can “lay the paper,” 
meaning pass worthless che¬ 
ques. 

He likened the practice to 
people leaving their car keys 
In die vehicle. 

Hanman urged the judge to 
treat the 30 counts of passing 
worthless cheques as "one big 
series” and said his client 
was committed to getting 
back a child who was adopted 
out. Hanman also asked the 
judge to consider the fact that 
Miss Granfield had been in 
jail since Jan. 10 awaiting dis¬ 
position of the case. 

Ostler complimented Han¬ 
man on his presentation chi 
behalf of his client but said 
the woman’s course of con¬ 
duct was "wicked and irre¬ 
sponsible.” The judge also 
said that the fact she commit¬ 


ted the offences while out on 
bail awaiting trial on another 
charge showed contempt of 
the court process.

VICTORIA BUILDERS 
COMMENT ON 
BAWLF REPORT 
ON HOUSING 


Victoria Hudac, a local chapter of the Housing and Urban 
Development Association of Canada, representing locally the 
majority of those involved In residential development and 
housing construction, wishes to make its views known relative 
to the Bawlf Report. 

A number of recent editorials and articles have attacked the 
report and criticized the Hon. Minister Sam Bawlf as Its author. 
It should be remembered that although Mr. Bawlf presented the 
report as chairman of the “Joint Committee on Housing”, there 
were 12 committee members In total. Eight from the provincial 
government, Including ministers, deputy ministers and senior 
Department personnel as well as four representatives from the 
Union of B.C. Municipalities. 

Presumably all 12 committee members heard and received 
presentations made to them, and we quite frankly fail to see why 
Mr. Bawlf would be accused of presenting a misleading or 
erroneous picture of the problems unearthed during the study. 
The recommendations made in the report can be the subject of 
much discussion and have already caused an over-sensitive 
and somewhat bitter reaction from the local government level. 
This reaction is understandable, when it is realized that most of 
the committee findings indicated "a number of factors in the 
system of government controls over planning, servicing and 
development of housing, which have unduly constrained the 
production process”. 

Our organization, and others In the development and housing 
industry would have been extremely critical of any committee 
charged with the responsibility to investigate this problem, 
coming forth with any other findings. 

We have for years, been communicating our concerns 
regarding the endless delays and the unbelievable series of 
roadblocks that have been developed by bureaucracies 
exhibiting an almost frenzied zeal. 

Planning and development controls are necessary, but the 
confusing, contradictory, and constantly changing regulations 
facing the industry today have had the cumulative effect of 
drastically increasing the cost of housing. 

Municipal councils pay lip service to the desperate need of 
shelter for our lower income groups, while at the same time they 
expect this shelter to be provided outside their own community. 
The real demand voiced at the municipal level is not for 
affordable housing, but for a constantly-improving environ¬ 
ment. 

The housing Industry is urged by the Federal Government to 
provide housing at a price people can afford, but municipal 
councils demand that we provide a total environment, despite 
the fact that their demands price much of our housing beyond 
the reach of the average family. 

Municipal politicians are becoming increasingly interested in 
the environmental, social, and other effects of housing. We are 
asked not only to solve the housing problem, but the problem of 
the community’s total environmental needs. 

It is as if, General Motors were asked to produce all the roads, 
all the parking lots and all the gas stations — everything the 
automobile affects; Now General Motors could only do that if it 
recovered its costs in the price of the cars. You can imagine 
what effect that would have on the automobile industry and on 
the costs of the car. 

The new "participatory" democracy, coupled with the 
emergence of highly vocal and extremely active anti¬ 
development pressure groups has resulted In additional 
municipal development, roadblocks and delays. 

What are the results? 

—greatly increased realty taxes 
—apartment vacancy rates of 1% or less 
—unemployment, particularly in the building 
trades, is increasing 
—removal of affordable housing from 
approximately % of our population. 

The Bawlf Report does not state anything new. Housing has 
been probed and debated by the- psychologists and the 
ecologists, by the sociologists and economists, the press and 
the clergy, academics and people In all walks of life. No other 
subject has had so thorough a public examination, dissection, 
analysis and prognosis as has housing. 

And yet it Is only through positive action as recommended by 
Hon. Sam Bawlf, that problems can be corrected or solutions 
attained. 

We sincerely hope that action, based on the Bawlf Report, Is 
forthcoming, and that those who have so quickly risen to 
criticize, will take time to reconsider and recognize that change 
is not always a threat.

Plan adopted to share assets 


TORONTO (CP) - Eric 
Kierans, former federal and 
Quebec cabinet minister, said 
Thursday_that Canada’s large 
corporations have become 
“standing armies” that intim¬ 
idate government. 

He told delegates to a semi¬ 
nar of religious publications 
that 1,000 of Canada's 300,000 
corporations control 69 per 
cent of all corporate assets. 

“We’ve created something 
we can’t handle. There is a 
corporate challenge to gov¬ 
ernment today and economics 
provides no solutions.” 

Currently a professor of ; 



economics at McGill Universi¬ 
ty, he said large corporations 
are growing at a rate of 16 
per cent a year compared 
with a population increase of 
two per cent. 

He said business has never 
had it so good as under the 
current federal government 
administration. 

For example, he said under 
Prime Minister Trudeau’s 
government, the assets of the 
Royal Bank of Canada, the 
nation's largest, have in- 
greased substantially. 

The bank had $11.4 billion in 
assets by 1970 and $25.2 billion 
by 1975. As well, he said Ca- 
n a d i a n Pacific Railway, 
raised it assets in those same 
five years to $6.2 billion from 
$2.3 billion. 

Kierans said if the CPR ex¬ 
pands Into the United States, 
as it has indicated, it will be 
because it has grown too 
large for Canada and not be¬ 
cause Trudeau is a socialist 
bent on preventing growth.

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Farm quotas criticized sitting for pay 

fitruo.tion indilstrv In Alberta turn/' Reiff, president 


CALGARY (CP) — Quota 
systems in agriculture are 
"just not feasible,” provincial 
Agriculture Minister Marvin 
Moore said Thursday. 

“We are nearing a situation 
where .we can no longer af¬ 
ford to put up with a system 
whereby large sums of money 
are paid for the right to pro¬ 
duce,” Moore told the Alberta 
Dairymen's Association annu¬ 
al meeting. 

Quotas are given to produc¬ 
ers to ensure an adequate but 
not surplus supply of a prod¬ 
uct. 

In the dairy industry, fluid 
milk producers are given a 
daily quota to determine the 
number of pounds of milk 
they can deliver. If a produc¬ 
er wishes to increase this 
quota, he must purchase cows 
from another farmer, also ac¬ 
quiring the quota that goes 
with them. 

Moore said he was critical 
of the quota system in all 
areas of agriculture but he 
limited himself to examples in 
the dairy industry. 

"You see people paying 5600 
for a cow and 5300 for a 
quota. This keeps increasing 
and it gradually increases the 
price of the product. 
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“You can increase it above 
a productive value and then 
quotas and consumer prices 
simply become unrealistic.” 

The minister said he was 
not calling for removal of all 
quotas because “it’s not fair 
to say all at once people can't 


sell quotas. People have paid 
a lot of money for quotas.” 

He said he had no specific 
solution to the problem but 
emphasized that the provin¬ 
cial and federal governments 
should work together to find 
some method of control. 

The minister also said he 


did not support existing mar¬ 
keting boards. 

"I've been going around 
telling people what a hell of a 
mess has been made by mar¬ 
keting boards. It’s really sad 
what happened since we’ve 
put decisions in the hands of 
these boards.”

Murta said in'an interview 
Friday that Canada has iso¬ 
lated and overpriced itself 
from world markets and 
major restructuring of Cana¬ 



dian industry must take plaqe 
to keep the country operating. 

In Victoria for a brief talk 
with B.C Agriculture Min¬ 
ister James Hewitt Murta. MP 
for Lisgar, Man., said in an 
interview that efficiency 
should be the top objective of 
Canadian industry and if that 
meant the dissolution of some 
sectors of business, “so be 
"it” 

Murta, who spoke to the 
Vancouver Board of Trade 
earlier Friday, said Canada 
could not go on living beyond 


its means and said the na¬ 
tional debt of 55 billion would 
have to be paid off before sta¬ 
bility could be achieved. 

He said the Liberal govern¬ 
ment’s anti-inflation program 
was merely delaying the evil 
day when “fairly fundamen¬ 
tal” changes would have to be 
made to get Canada back on 
an economic basis. 

He advocated a reduction of 
tariffs on consumer goods 
sold and bought from the 
United States as a start, but

Seizing upon belabored phrases

So, you’re looking for a 
classic example of what’a 
wrong with today's lalbor rela¬ 
tions. 

It may well be tucked away 
in the filing cabineta of those 
old adversaries, the Hospital 
Employees' Union and the 
Health LaJbor Relation* Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Last July 14 HEU was cer¬ 
tified as bargaining agent for 
30 employees at the Greater 
Victoria Association for the 
Retarded, and correspondence 
from the files shows that 
almost nothing has been ac¬ 
complished in the seven 
months since. There Isn’t 
even an answer to the union’s 
question of whether the 
master hospital agreement 
should apply. 

The following letter* and 
excerpts from letters may tell 
the story best. The people in¬ 
volved are Jack Gerow, secre¬ 
tary-business manager of the 
union;. Bill Muir, the union’s 
senior Victoria staff repre¬

sentative; Joe Roberts, em¬ 
ployee relations director for 
HLRA (bargaining arm for 
the hospital industry), and 
Bill Rolfe, HLRA consultant. 

(Letter Nov. 23, 1376, from 
Gerow to Rolfe): “Given the 
decision of the Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board dated Nov. 15, 
1976, to vary the accreditation 
of the Health Labor Relations 
Association to include the 
Greater Victoria Association 
for the Retarded, the Hospital 
Employees* Union hereby pro¬ 
poses that, pursuant to the 
master agreement, the 
Greater Victoria Association 
for the Retarded be added to 
the master agreement. Your 
early response to this propos¬ 
al is requested.” 

(To Gerow from Rolfe, Deo. 
2, 1376): "I have discussed 
the matter with Mr. J. Rob¬ 
erts of our office who advises 
the writer that negotiations 
between HLRA, as represent¬ 


ed by Mr’. Roberts, and Mr.. 
Muir of your regional office 
have already commenced. It 
would, therefore, appear ap¬ 
propriate that this letter ba 
referred to the respective bar¬ 
gaining committees which I 
trust have their respective in¬ 
structions.’’ 

Note: The talks referred to 
involved three meetings and 
got nowhere, according to the 
union. 

(Excerpt from Gerow letter 
to Roberts, Dec. 21, 1976): 
“You might be interested to 
know that I have a five-year- 
old daughter who enjoys play¬ 
ing *Button, Button — Who’s 
Got the Button?* I think it’s a 
terrific game for five-year- 
olds. 

“I have mads a straightfor¬ 
ward request. I would like to 
know whether or not the 
Health Labor Relations Asso¬ 
ciation agrees with the con¬ 
cent n i tnrluriin<r the Greater 


Victoria Association for the 
Retarded in the master 
agreement for 1976 and 1977. I 
think the answer should he 
yes. However, if you disagree, 
then I would ajypreciate the 
courtesy of a definitive posi¬ 
tion from the Health I^bor 
Relations Association.” 

(Reply from Roberts to 
Gerow, Dec. 24, 1976): “RE: 
Who’s Got the Button? Pleas* 
refer to the first paragraph, 
on page 2, of your letter dated 
Dec. 20, 1976. At this point in 
time, Mr. Muir is fully aware 
of a definitive position you 
say you are seeking and with 
which you may or may not be 
in agreement. From this, one 
can speculate you already 
hav* the information, from 
your agent, or, If not, it is 
readily accessible through 
him. Compliments of the sea¬ 
son.” 

(Excerpt from Gerow letter 
to Roberts, Jan. 28, 1977): 


“By return mall, I require a 
confirmation of your position 
as requested in my letter 
dated Dec. 20, 1976. Your fail¬ 
ure to respond to this simple 
and straightforward request 
in a good faith manner will 
leave the Hospital Employees’ 
Union no option but to consid¬ 
er its options under the Labor 
Code. 

“It should not be necessary 
for me to remind you that the 
Greater Victoria Association 
for the Retarded provides a 
very important service to the 
citizens in Greater Victoria’s 
area. A cavalier approach to 
the negotation of the first col¬ 
lective agreement at that in¬ 
stitution will not be in the best 
interests of either the'institu¬ 
tion or the employees. 

“I am convinced that the 
people in Victoria, including 
those who are now sitting in 
the Legislative Assembly, 
would consider your evasi¬ 


veness to a proper request a 
precipitous act and one that is 
not in keeping with the un¬ 
ion’s expressed intention of 
establishing a harmonious re¬ 
lationship with the Greater 
Victoria Association for the 
Retarded. A meaningful re- 
sjwnse to my earlier requests 
is respectfully requested.” 

(Excerpt from Roberto let¬ 
ter to Gerow, Feb. 3, 1977): 
"With reference to the third 
paragraph of your letter, and 
noting the phraseology of 
para. 2 on page, 2, your re¬ 
quest Is respectfully declined. 

“Mr. Muir is fully aware of 
HLRA’s position which when 
placed alongside HEU’s posi¬ 
tion mutually led to the logi¬ 
cal conclusion, that the ser¬ 
vices of a mediator were re¬ 
quired. As Mr. Albertini is the 
appointed mediator, he is now 
seized with the problem as 
represented in the respective 
jxxsition of the parties. To this 
end, Mi-. Albertini will be in 
receipt of relevant corre¬ 
spondence. As I am pressed 
for time, there is no further 
response for the moment.” 
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Off Mayne Island 

Sunken U.S. ship 
a historical site 


The wreck of the American 
barque Zephyr which ran 
aground and sank off Mayne 
Island in a snowstorm Feb. 
13, 1872, has been designated 
an historic site by the provin¬ 
cial government to protect it 
from scavengers. 

Recreation and Conserva¬ 
tion Minister Sam Bawlf, in 
signing the order protecting 
the vessel, said the hull would 
be examined this summer to 
determine whether it can be 
raised. 

He said he hoped the Under¬ 
water Archaeological Society 
would work with provincial of¬ 
ficials in surveying the wreck. 
A scuba diver member dis¬ 
covered the site, location of 
which Bawlf did not state. 

Designation protects the 
wreck from disturbance by 
divers not authorized under 
the Archaeological and His¬ 
toric Sites Act 

The three-master was laden 


with stone tor San Francisco 
when site sank in 90 feet of 
water with the loss of her cap¬ 
tain and a seaman. Others 
aboard survived. 

The stone had been quar¬ 
ried at Newcastle Island near 
Nanaimo and was bound tor a 
new mint at San Francisco. 

A British Colonist report of 
the sinking published Feb. 20, 
1872, said the mainmast was 
about 20 feet out of the water 
at low tide.

Informedof Berton’s re¬ 
marks, Recreation and Con¬ 
servation Minister Sam Bawlf 
said in a separate interview 
he was confident the Crystal 
would be restored. 

The minister said earlier 
that a private firm was inter¬ 
ested in restoration of the di¬ 
lapidated structure and that 
an offer would come before 
Victoria council before the end 
of February. 

Journalist, author and 
broadcaster Berton of Com¬ 


fortable Pew and Last Spike 
fame, lived in Victoria as a 
boy. 

•*I love Victoria. I went to 
Oak Bay High and L used to 
swim in the Crystal .Garden.'’ 
he said. 

Perhaps In the hope that his 
support would lend weight to 
efforts tp save the Crystal. 
Berton was made honorary 
president of the Crystal Gar¬ 
den committee last fall. 

He said the Qrystal was 
more than just a swimming 
pool and anyone who believed 
that the construction of a new 


pool was all it took to replace 
the old Cyrstal Garden was 
crazy. 

'Tt's always been the focal 
point of the city a^d there is 
nothing like it anywhere in 
the world," he said. 

Nobody could say that a 
city stood or fell with one 
building, but Victoria would 
certainly be less of a city if 
the Crystal Garden were tom 
down. 

Bertort said the restoration 
of the Crystal was especially 
important because Victoria 


was leading in the West in 
heritage preservation. 

He called Victoria's heri¬ 
tage bylaw an outstanding ex¬ 
ample of government initua- 
tive in the growing concern 
for heritage preservation. 

"Vancouver, for instance, is 
still far behind Victoria and 
Victoria. I think, stacks up 
very well compared with east¬ 
ern cities.” 

Victoria, he added, had suc¬ 
ceeded in warding off develop¬ 
ers’ attempt to turn Canadian 
cities into highrise jungles. 


It had finally sunk in every- 
where that developers 
shouldn't have special rights. 

Victoria aldermen Robert 
Wright and John Hayes in¬ 
formed Berton that city coun¬ 
cil had passed a bylaw giving 
financial assistance to the 
owners of 70 designated heri¬ 
tage houses. 

According to the bylaw, the 
owners of those homes will be 
exempt from property taxes, 
provided they spend the 
money on exterior restoration 
and maintenance. 

Berton said the bylaw made 


"a great deal of sense," and 
was worth being looked at by 
other municipalities through¬ 
out Canada. 

He also commented on 
Wright’s call for design con¬ 
trols. 

As for the old saying that, 
"you can’t legislate taste,” 
Berton said “you can legislate 
anything you want, as long as 
the people are behind you." 

Berton was in Vancouver to 
address a heritage conference 
attended by more than 300 
delegates from B.C. and the 
Yukon.

Williams bid

One of the speakers was Ar¬ 
thur Skolnik from Seattle, a 
veteran of heritage preserva¬ 
tion, despite his young age of 
38. 

Skolnik now heads a profes¬ 
sional consulting firm specia¬ 
lizing in conservation plan¬ 
ning. 

He earned his spurs as 
Washington state conservator, 
state historic conservation of¬ 
ficer and before that as dis¬ 
trict manager of Seattle’s Pio¬ 
neer Square historic district, 
one of the most ambitious res¬ 
toration schemes in North 
America. 

Skolnik told the conference 
that the Pioneer Square had 
been written off by the city of 
Seattle as beyond hope for re¬ 
vitalization. 

In 1372, the area was de¬ 
clared an historic district. 
Skolnik said the district con¬ 
tained about 150 buildings, 
ranging in height from two to 
42 storeys. 

All of the buildings, he said, 
brought a very low tax return 
which made it impossible for 
the city to sink money in to 
its renovation. 

But the newly-established 
body charged with revitaliz¬ 
ing Pioneer Square went after 
local, state and federal fi¬ 
nancing. It had studies done 
by the Washington State Uni¬ 
versity because the city 
wouldn’t pay for research. 

In time, property owners 
got behind the scheme, but it 
took a lot of persuasion, Skol¬ 
nik said. 

Today, more than one-third 
of the buildings have been 
restored. Once again, they 
funnel tax money into city 
treasury. 0 

But Skolnik said it almost 
took a superhuman effort. 
City council had to be per¬ 
suaded to change ordinances 
(bylaws) that encouraged 
demolition of existing hous¬ 
ing stock. Property owners 
had to be convinced that there 
was money in restoring build¬ 
ings. 

Much like the city of Vic¬ 
toria, Seattle was virtually 
being “attacked” by develop¬ 
ers wanting to demolish build¬ 
ings to construct highrises, he 
said. 

“They waged a blitzkrieg on 
the city.” Skolnik aaid. Whole 
areas were in danger of being 
wiped out by demolition 
crews. 

But slowly the picture was 
turned around. Pioneer 
Square today is a sought-after 
district that assured mer¬ 
chants of a good turnover. 

Skolnik said massive heri¬ 
tage preservation was possi¬ 
ble only with the help of pri¬ 
vate enterprise, but govern¬ 
ment action was also needed. 

While he was in charge of 
the Pioneer Square project, a 
number of incentives were de¬ 
signed to make restoration a 
profitable enterprise. 

Materials used in restora¬ 
tion projects were exempted 
from the five-per-cent state 
sales tax; a six-year property 
tax moratorium was proposed 
that would keep property tax¬ 
es at pre-restoration level. 

Doth measures are expected 
to be approved this year, but 
even without those incen¬ 
tives, the idea of restoring 
and preserving, rather than 
destroying and replacing, was 
getting a firm foothold in 
Seattle, Skolnik said.

Branding charges that the 
government is ignoring its 
consultants’ advice on Vic¬ 
toria General Hospital as 
“nonsense,” Health Minister 
Robert McClelland said Fri¬ 
day the government is going 
further than its consultants 
have recommended. 

"We’re acting on the basis 
of reports made since 1969, 
including one as late as 1975, 
which recommended that the 
hospital be split and then con¬ 
solidated as soon as possible 
in a new facility.” 

Those reports recommended 
that a new hospital of 469 
beds be constructed by 1986, 
and the government’s current 
intention is to build a 500-bed 
hospital, perhaps earlier than 
that date, McClelland said. 

McClelland said he had in¬ 
tended ignoring statements 
made by Dr. Peter Banks 
about the hospital situation, 
but Banks’ later statements 
about the still-confidential 
Agnew. Peckham report de¬ 
manded a response. 

“The statements made by 
Dr. Banks are nonsense . . . 
he’s completely incorrect in 
his comments from the re¬ 
port," McClelland said. 

“The report was commis¬ 
sioned to examine ways in 
which the hospital could be 
split to allow phased develop¬ 
ment. We would like to put up 
a whole new hospital at once, 
but there is simply no way to 
do that now with the money 
we have." 

“The report does not say 
that the hospital should not be 
split,” McClelland said. “I 
think Dr. Banks is playing 
games." 

Regional hospital planning 
director John Clark said Fri¬ 
day the full Agnew. Peckham 
report would probably be 
made public at the regional 
hospital planning commission 
meeting next Wednesday. 

"The report will come to 
the commission, and if they

Clark denied that the proj¬ 
ect building committee was 
frantically searching for ways 
to get around the report's rec¬ 
ommendation.

Hopes high Oakland jobs can be saved

Bankruptcy or not, there's 
no doubt, in the minds of the 
principals involved in negotia¬ 
tions to save Victoria fish 
processor Oakland Industries 
Ltd., that the 300 direct and 
800 indirect jobs involved will 
somehow be saved. 

Even if the company should 
be liquidated, the business is 
likely to be purchased as a 
going concern,-according to a 
senior official of the B.C. Dev¬ 
elopment Corp. 

Liquidation is at present 
still only an option, according* 
to sources contacted Friday by 
the Colonist, although William 
Hilbom, general manager and 
owner of Oakland, said an of¬ 
ficial receiver is likely to be 
appointed “probably Wednes¬ 
day” of next week. 

Since Jan. 19, the company 
has been in unofficial recei¬ 
vership, after the Bank of 
B.C. called a loan. An offer of 
temporary credit from Mit¬ 
subishi Trading, a Japanese 
conglomerate which is Oak-

land’s principal customer lor 
herring roe', couldn’t be ac¬ 
cepted by Bank of B.C. and 
the Federal Business Develop¬ 
ment Bank, the two major 
creditors, because even alter 
the herring season there is no 
prospect of the company 
being able to meet its long¬ 
term debt commitments. 

Officers of Oakland, Bank 
of B.C., FBDB, the B.C. Dev¬ 
elopment Corp. and the pro¬ 
vincial economic development 
ministry were reluctant to 
discuss what is involved in 
the negotiations aimed at 
keeping Oakland in business. 

Roger Burgon, the Van- 
couver-based receiver- 
manager of Oakland, said Fri¬ 
day night he wasn’t prepared 
to comment on negotiations 
and added “we don’t know 
where we are at” 

George Kirkwood. Victoria 
manager of FBDB, would 
only say no steps had been 
taken yet to appoint an of¬ 


ficial receiver, and said an 
answer might be forthcoming 
from the Bank of B.C. 

A senior official of the Bank 
ol B.C. referred the caller to 
Burgon, who made the “we 
don’t know where we’re at” 
statement. 

However, Hilborn, the 
major shareholder in Oak¬ 
land, was more forthright. He 
said "negotiations are 
progressing quite favorably” 
and said he’d be calling a 
press conference Monday to 
discuss the company’s future. 

Hilborn said he didn’t want 
to answer any more ques¬ 
tions. but pressed on the mat¬ 
ter of the court receiver, said 
)>e hoped an appointment 
would be made by Wednesday 
and added it would be the 
“best thing” for his company. 

Only a court receiver could 
make the kind of “basic deci¬ 
sions” needed to resolve the 
problem, he said, but he de¬ 


clined to elaobrate on what 

kind of decisions he was talk¬ 
ing about. 

However, some light can be 
shed on the matter, thanks to 
an economic development 
ministry official. 

This source, who was in¬ 
structed by minister Donald 
Phillips to be frank with the 
press about Oakland’s prob¬ 
lems in a background discus¬ 
sion, said the company’s total 
indebtedness was in the order 
of $3.5 million. 

He suggested Oakland’s 
problems stemmed from the 
fact it used operating capital 
to pay off creditors for a 
major expansion of the plant 
at 630 Montreal Street in Vic¬ 
toria because of cost overruns. 

Hie source said the com¬ 
pany wouldn’t be in trouble if 
it hadn’t expanded but was 
now in a situation where an¬ 
nual debt serving was so 
great it exceeded the com¬ 


pany’s ability to meet its 
commitments. 

“Someone, probably the 
Bank of B.C. and the Federal 
Business Development Bank, 
is going to have to take a 
loss,” he said. 

Because the Bank of B.C. is 
better secured, the losers will 
probably be FBDB and Mit¬ 
subishi, which also has loaned 
Oakland money, according to 
the official. 

How long it takes to resolve 
the matter and get the com¬ 
pany back on a sound finan¬ 
cial footing is unknown, but 
there is a distinct possibility 
that Oakland may miss this 
year's herring-roe season, a 
major source of its Income. 

But a number of buslhess- 
men are interested in pur¬ 
chasing the company and 
keeping it as a going concern, 
so it’s unlikely to close perma¬ 
nently. 

The source said Hilborn and 
a group of backers could be 
among the prime candidates 
to buy the company. 


The provincial land com¬ 
mission, in recommending ex¬ 
clusion, said "although the 
agricultural capability of the 
soil cannot be disputed, it 
should be noted that the area 
is already subdivided into 
many small parcels. 

“Most of these parcels are 
under separate ownership and 
are surrounded by existing 
residential and light industrial 
developments. Further, that 
more intensive farm opera¬ 
tions would not be compatible 
with the established surround¬ 
ing residential area.” 

Nielsen said the Capital Re¬ 
gion District’s plan indicated 
the need for light industrial 
and warehouse use, and Saan¬ 
ich also indicated the need for 
a light industrial park in the 
Rpyal Oak-Vanalman area. 

Disagreeing with the com¬ 
mission over the suitability of 
the land for agricultural pur¬ 
poses, Mrs. Clay wondered: 
“Is it better to cover valuable 
farmland with blacktop and 
industrial buildings?” 

Accusing Saanich council of 
“bulldozing” the application 
she said some residents had 
moved out in disgust; 
“others, elderly residents in 
the Mann and Glanford area, 
are being badgered by a trust 
company to sell their proper¬ 
ty.” 

Many people who live on 
the perimeter of the industrial 
park “have submitted to this 
block-busting tactic,” she 
said. 

Mrs. Clay also charged that 
soil tests conducted by the ag¬ 
riculture department last 
summer yielded a different 
finding from similar tests con¬ 
ducted on the 103-acre site by 
the commission. f 

She also finds “interesting” 
the fact that the decision to 
exclude the land was reached 
only a few days after new 
land commissioners took of¬ 
fice. (A major re-organization 
of the contmtession last year 
saw Social Credit supporters 
appointed to replace serving 
members.)

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MADRID (Neuter) - 
As Spain alowrty breaks the 
spell of almost 40 years of dic¬ 
tatorship, divorce may be the 
next taboo to fall. 

Legalization of divorce, un¬ 
thinkable while Gen. Francis¬ 
co Franco lived, is being con- 
sidered by a govern¬ 
ment commission set up to 
review the social legislation 
he left behind. 

The future of at least 
200,000 Spaniards, legally sep¬ 
arated but barred from re¬ 
marrying, hangs on its deci¬ 
sion. 

Reports leaking from 
the commission’* secret ses¬ 
sions are confused and contra¬ 
dictory. But a fierce public 
debate has already begun. 

‘Denying the freedom to di¬ 
vorce belongs to the same fa¬ 
naticism which opposes blood 
transfusions or surgical 
operations,’’ said the liberal 
newspaper Diario 16. 

“The ban is one of. the pain¬ 
ful legacies of dictatorship 
which demands immediate re¬ 
vision in order to get Spain 
out of its antiquated and hyp¬ 
ocritical situation regarding 
matters erf the family.” 

“Divorce is a train without 
brakes.’’ countered Prof. Ra¬ 
fael Navarro Vails in the 
right-wing daily Arriba. 
“Once set off, it is uncon¬ 
trollable.” 

Navarro said that if di¬ 
vorce were introduced Spain 
would be left "only with the 
flotsam of wrecked families.’’ 

The issue has even been 
aired on state-controlled tele¬ 
vision which only in the last 
year has taken it* first un¬ 
steady steps toward the 
screening of controversial 
subjects. 

Reformists hope for a di¬ 
vorce law similar to that of 
the second Spanish republic of 
the 1930s. Article 43 of the 
republic's constitution said: 
“Marriage is based on the 
equal rights of both sexes and 
can be dissolved by mutual 
consent or on the petition of 
one of the partners pleading a 
just cause.” 

But in March, 1936. before 
the civil war was even over. 
Franco suspended the law by

decree. The anti-divorce 
stance of his rule was consoli¬ 
dated in 1953 by a concordat 
which intertwined the Roman 
Catholic Spanish state with 
the Vatican. 

Spain and the Vatican plan 
to reform the accord but 
while it stands, the Spanish 
state remains bound in mat¬ 
ter of divorce by ecclesias¬ 
tical courts. 

Mabel Perez Serrano, vice- 
president of the Association 
of Separated Women, said 
the court* do more harm than 
good. “The level of corruption 
is beyond belief.’’ 

Mrs. Perez, herself separat¬ 
ed, has championed the cause 
of separated women for two 
years and her association has 
become a vociferous pressure 
group. 

She argues that whereas a 
man's problems end when his 
marriage breaks up, for a 
woman they begin. 

Wives almost always re¬ 
ceive custody of children but 
are less able to support 
them. Many have no profes¬ 
sional training and 
in searching for their first 
job find that the stigma of 
being separated closes em- 
plyers’ doors. 

Spanish law’ provides for the 
exact division of goods in the 
ev^ent of a separation. But 
the husband has an ex¬ 
clusive say over how any cap¬ 
ital is administered. 

Though forbidden to sell 
furniture and household 
necessities, he may dispose of 
shares, the family car and 
other assets without consult¬ 
ing his wife. 

The wife is unable to Incur 
any debt, effectively prevent¬ 
ing her from setting up a shop 
or business. 

Finally, under a controver¬ 
sial adultery law', a woman is 
liable to heavy fines and 
even imprisonment if her 
husband proves she has 
“lain” with another man. 

Most of these laws are 
under review but Mrs. Perez 
said the influence of the Cath¬ 
olic lay organization Opus 
Dei is blocking any movement 
toward reform. 

Spaniards seeking legaliza¬ 
tion of divorce are convinced 
that the Catholic Church will 
not be an insurmountable ob¬ 
stacle to refrom. 

Rev. Diaz Moreno, a sen¬ 
ior Jesuit, said the church 
had to remind Catholics of its 
teaching on conscience: A 
ruler, no matter how Catholic 
he may be, cannot impose his 
conscience on others. 

The archbishop of Madrid, 
Cardinal Enrique y Tarancon, 
said the church has to think 
carefully before pronouncing 
on current issues “because 
an intervention on our part 
could be considered a political 
intervention.”

TORONTO (CP) — Sister 
Maureena Fritz is not an ordi¬ 
nary nun. 

She rides a big shiny BMW 
750 motorcycle and despite 
Pope Paul’s declaration that 
women never can be or¬ 
dained, she believes the 
Roman Catholic Church will 
have women priests before 
long. 

Sister Maureena is head of 
the Canadian branch of the 
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Roman Catholic religious 
order tiie Sisters of Sion and a 
techer at the Toronto School 
of Theology. 

In an interview. Sister 
Maureena said she has no in¬ 
tention of becoming “just an¬ 
other cleric.” 

She would like to ba or¬ 
dained as a priest, but only if 
some new model of priesthood 
is worked out. 

"I would not want to run a 
parish. I would like to work 
with the poor and then, at the 
end of a day or project, lead 
them in the Eucharist.’* 

As the superior of her 
order, riding a motorcycle 
has created one serious prob¬ 
lem. Other members, espe¬ 
cially the novices of whom 
there are nine, admire the 
mobility it has given her and 
also wanl to ride one. One 
novice, in fact, has already 
followed suit. 

Sister Maureena said she 


drove her motorcycle to Day- 
ton, Ohio, and back last fall 
for a round-trip of about 1,000 
miles. This summer she plans 
to take a trip across Canada. 

The Sisters of Sion number 
about 110 in Canada with a 
world strength of slightly 
more than 1.400. About two 
dozen live and work in Toron¬ 
to. 

Founded In 1843 with the 
express purpose of winning 
Jews for Christianity, the 
order now focuses on teaching 
pastoral assistance in 
parishes and works among 
the very poor in places such 
as La tin-America. 

“We cringe when we think 
hack to our 19th-century 
founder's idea of converting. 
Jews,” Sister Maureena said. 

“We take the path of dia¬ 
logue. encouraging the other 
person to be more faithful to 
his or her own religion and 
self-awareness.”

Metric classes 
graduate in 79

B.C’s first all-metric stu¬ 
dents will graduate from 
Grade 12 in June, 1979. 

These students will, except 
for some historical and paren¬ 
tal references, have no knowl¬ 
edge of the imperial system 
of measurement. 

Yards to them will have as 
much meaning as cubits do to 
us. 

So, to the generation gap, 
should we add the metric 
gap? 

Definitely not, says Will 
Dunlop, curriculum consultant 
with the education ministry. 
Parents should be discussing 
measurements with their chil¬ 
dren in metrics already — 
and, in some cases, learning 
from them. 

For example, if your son 
asks how tall King Kong is, 
you should answer "about 13 
metres" rather than "45 

feet.” 

Similarly, If the system is 
working as it should, children 
should be instructing their 
parents in metrication 
through in-school programs 
end other special events. 

What is actually being 
taught in metrics varies from 
school to school and district to 
district, but ever since Sep¬ 
tember, 1975, textbooks for 
math from Grades 1 to 7 have 


been completely metricated. 
Metricated math texts for 
Grades 8 to 10 are being dis¬ 
tributed as they come avail¬ 
able. 

As of September, textbooks 
for Maths U and 12 will be 
completely metricated also. 

Dunlop said B.C. had en¬ 
countered problems with a 
couple of publishers in getting 
them to convert to metrics in 
general studies texts, but 
added the province had no dif¬ 
ficulty finding others ready to 
do die job. Their reluctance 
may have been because this 
province is more advanced 
than others in developing met¬ 
ric curriculums, he said. 

In other areas, a new atlas 
for social studies is being me¬ 
tricated, and B.C. has in¬ 
troduced to its schools Man¬ 
agement and Foods, the first 
completely metricated home 
economics text in Canada. 

New textbooks in the 
sciences, industrial education, 
business education and in 
other subject areas are met¬ 
ric in measurement-sensitive 
areas to the greatest extent 
possible. 

Post-secondary institutions 
are gearing up to receive the 
first crop of all-metric stu¬ 
dents in the 1980 school year, 
and many have already large¬ 


ly converted, Dunlop said. 

Dunlop himself is an avid 
metric enthusiast, has been 
closely in wived with a wide 
range of public and teacher 
education p rejects. 

He was co-author of the au¬ 
thoritative teacher handbook 
The Metric Guide, which won 
an award for the clarity of its 
information layout from the 
American Institute of Graphic 
Arts. 

He helped organize a metric 
week in Cranbrook which in¬ 
volved practically the entire 
population. Stores sold goods 
in metric units and service 
stations told gasoline buyers 
how much they got in litres. 

Dunlop admitted that stu¬ 
dents transferring from one 
school district to another for 
the preceding and next year 
or so might find difficulties 
because of differences in cur¬ 
riculum, but said these should 
iron themselves out in the 
next year or so. 

And. perhaps in a genera¬ 
tion from now. history stu¬ 
dents will “discover" for 
themselves how quaint it was 
to have 12 inches make a foot, 
three feet make a yard, 5Va 
yards make one rod, four rods 
make one chain ...

Unsweetened frozen fruit 
juice concentrate is a handy 
way to add natural fresh fruit 
flavor and sweetness to ca¬ 
lorie-conscious recipes. Today 
w'e offer several suggestions. 

Small six-ounce cans of 
orange or other juice concen¬ 
trates defrost quickly if the 
can is placed in a bowl of 
tepid water. 

Most of these recipes call 
for two tablespoons of undilut¬ 
ed concentrate. The remain¬ 
ing concntrate will keep sev¬ 
eral days in the refrigerator 
for use in other recipes. Or 
you can reconstitute the re¬ 
mainder by combining it with 
one and three quarter cups 
cold water. 

ORANGE GLAZED CARROTS 

2 cups sliced fresh or frozen 
carrots 

water 

2 Tablespoons defrosted 
orange juice concentrate 
cornstarch 

2 teaspoons arrowroot or 
cornstarch 

one-half teaspoon salt (or 
butter-flavored salt) 

1 teaspoon honey (or equiv¬ 
alent sugar substitute) 

Cook carrots in just enough 
water to cover, until tender- 
crisp. Drain cooking liquid 
into a measuring cup and stir 
in juice concentrate. Add 
enough cold water to make 
two-thirds cup. Stir in ar¬ 
rowroot. Add the liquid to car¬ 
rots. Cook and stir until sauce 
simmers and thickens. Add 
remaining seasonings to taste.

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Indians: Primer tackles myths 


TORONTO (UPD - School 
texts on early North Ameri¬ 
can history often have been 
accused of whitewashing the 
white man’s settlement of the 
continent to cover up the 
plunder of Indian lands, but 
the record finally has been set 
right. 

A unique history primer 
being distributed to elementa¬ 
ry schools in Canada tells the 
Indian’s side of the European 


migration without glossing 
over the frequent despoliation 
of native people’s property 
and way of life. 

"Indians" was produced by 
the Canadian Association in 
Support of the Native Peoples 
— a non-native group — with 
a grant from the Xerox Cor¬ 
poration and a private founda¬ 
tion. 

In 80 pages of text with illus¬ 
trations, "Indians" tells the 


story of the native Canadian 
before thine white man ar¬ 
rived, from the migration 
across the land bridge be¬ 
tween Siberia and Alaska to 
the first contact with the Vi¬ 
kings — who called Indians 
"small, ill-favored men.” 

Much of the bock describes 
the various tribes which made 
up the Indian population, in 
an effort to combat the wide¬ 
ly-held misconception of In¬ 
dians as one homogeneous 


group, according to an associ¬ 
ation spokeswoman. 

The book’s artwork, in par¬ 
ticular. said Magda Seyde- 
gart, director of the associa¬ 
tion’s Toronto library, was "a 
deliberate effort to represent 
these people as Individuals, 
not noble savages." 

Even Indians themselves, 
Seydegart said, often share 
the misapprehensions about 
Canada’s original settlers, a 
situation the association hopes

PETERBOROUGH. O n t. 
(CP) — It is difficult to get 
women alcoholics into treat¬ 
ment. says a counsellor In the 
addiction service at Civic 
Hospital here. 

Kay Rpse said that “a lot” 
of women “drink at home 
alone. The husband very often 
covers up his wife’s drinking. 
The children also cover up.” 

Mrs. Rose counsels women 
alcoholics at a local United 
church where a group of eight 
women meet once a week to 
discuss their mutual problems 
and seek help from one an¬ 
other, Mrs. Rose and the 
church’s pastor, Rev. Melvin 
Ralph. 

The group, called Women’s 
Growth Group, has been 
meeting since March, 1976, 
said Mrs. Rose, and is sup¬ 
ported by the department of 
addiction services at Qvic 
Hospital. It provides an alter¬ 
native to Alcoholics Anony¬ 
mous (AA). 

While AA relies completely 
on group fellowship to get at 
the root of their individual 
problem, the Women’s 
Growth Group uses the coun¬ 
selling services instead. 

“The group is for people 
who would prefer something 
also besides AA,” said Mrs... 
Rose. “When I see a woman 
in my office and she needs 
help, she can make the choice 
between, the two groups.” 

Ralph said the group, which 
Is not church-affiliated, does 
not “tackle the problem of 
alcohol right off.” 

He said the group recog¬ 
nizes alcoholism as symp- 
tomatc of deeper personal 
problems and tries to help In¬ 
dividual members develop a 
concept of self and feelings of 
self-worth. 

Mrs. Rose said that some of 
the reasons women turn to 
drink can be marriage break¬ 
down, boredom, loneliness, 
family and emotional prob¬ 
lems. 

She disagreed the often 
thankless job of being a 
housewife was conducive to 
women becoming alcoholics, 
but she conceded that depen¬ 
dency on husband or other 
family members may lead to 
feelings of worthlessness 
which in turn facilitate a de¬ 
pendency on alcohol. 

“They feel guilty if they 
work and guilty if they don't 
work,” she said. “That may 
be one of the reasons for the 
increase in alcoholism among 
women.”

Waiting for a killer 


Diane Kuzyk faces 50-50 risk of chorea 


EDMONTON (CP> — 
Dianne Kuzyk, 42, has every¬ 
thing going for her — or so it 
seems. 

A trained nurse, she has an 
understanding husband, four 
teenagers and a nice home. 

But Mrs. Kuzyk has a 50-50 
chance of contracting Hunting- 
ton’s chorea, a baffling, fatal 
disease which gardually de¬ 
stroys the mind and body. 

In Calgary, Sylvia Hickson. 
31. mother of two young chil¬ 
dren, faces the same problem. 

“Statistics show that one 
person in 10,000 is probably 
affected by the disease," Mrs. 
Kuzyk said. 

‘The trouble Is the disease 
is hard to diagnose,” said 
Mrs. Hickson. “A . victim 
might be thrown into jail for 
being drunk or locked in a 
mental home.” 

Tbe affliction surfaces 
when a victim la between 35 
and 50. First signs are usually 
shakiness, nervousness and ir¬ 
ritability. 

Then, often, come the jerk¬ 
ing twisting muscle spasms 
which promp t e d American 
physician George Huntington, 
who reported the disease in 
an 1872 medical journal, to 
call the affliction chorea, the 
Greek word for dance. 

Such personality changes as 
indifference, drepre s s i o n, 
dullness, toss of memory 
and poor attendance to per¬ 
sonal habits appear.

Later come frustration and 
anger, with a high suicide 
rate among sufferer* in the 
early stages. 

As the disease progresses, 
debilitating effects weaken in¬ 
hibitions against showing 
anger and sometimes the pa¬ 
tient goes into violent uncon¬ 
trolled rages. 

The disorder can progress 
from five to 20 years and 
always ends in death, not 
from the disease itself but. 
from complications resulting 
from the weakened condition 
of the body. 

Mrs. Kuzyk watched her 
mother die in a mental hosp¬ 
ital and it was not until after 
a post mortem that doctors 
said Huntington’s chorea had 
killed her. Her aunt also died 
of the disease. 

Mrs. Hickson said: “My 
mother died after suffering 
for 15 years. I only knew 
about it for the last five. 

“My parents tried to keep it 
a secret. People are often 
ashamed of the disease.” 

The ailment does not stop 
with the victim’s death. Each 
of the victim’s children has a 
50-per-cent chance of con¬ 
tracting it. 

“Ironically, since the symp¬ 
toms appear in later life, 
most patients already have 
children,” said Mrs. Kuzyk. 

“I have told my four teen¬ 
agers and it will be up to 
them to make a decision 
about families.” 

Mrs. Hickson said she was 
pregnant with her daughter, 
now aged six, before she 
knew her mother had the dis¬ 
ease. 

“I hope we will know if it 


has passed down before she 
feels she has to make a deci¬ 
sion about storting a family,” 
*he said. “My one-year-old son 
is adopted." 

Both women founded 
chapters of the Huntington 
Society of Canada in their 
cities. The society is an off¬ 
shoot of the American Com¬ 
mittee to combat Huntington’s 
Disease, headed by Marjorie 
Guthrie, widow of perhaps the 
most famous Huntington’s 
chorea sufferer, folksinger 
and song - writer Woody 
Guthrie. 

The society tries to help 
families affected by the dis¬ 
ease, educate the public and 
raise funds for research. 

“The disease mystifies the 
medical profession,” Mrs. 
Kuzyk said. “There is no test 
to determine whether a per¬ 
son at risk will actually con¬ 
tract the disease. 

“Some drugs will relieve 
some people's symptoms but 
no drug takes them away.” 

Mrs. Kuzyk said she is not 
depressed. 

"I still haven’t contracted 
the disease, but that’s no rea- 
sbn for false hope,” she said.

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Feeding birds 
galls neighbor 
to distraction . 


Mild-mannered Saanich res¬ 
ident Henry Pohle has had his 
fill of “getting the bird.” 

Acter 10 years of enduring 
seagulls and crows awakening 
his family at 4 a.m., the Mile- 
va Lane resident decided this 
week to tell his story to Saan¬ 
ich council’s environment 
committee. 

Pohle said his next-door 
neighbors had fed the birds 
“off and on” for 10 years and 
the birds now threatened his 
family's existence. 

He told the aldermen: 
“They (the birds) depend on 
the handouts of food. At 4 
a.m. they’re screaming on our 
roof and splattering the side 
of my house.” 

Fear of the gulls settling 
meant that “our daughter 
could not be placed in her 
carriage on the sundeck,” 
Pohle recounted. 

Police and pound officials 
had visited the neighbors but 
there was nothing they could 
do to alleviate the problem. 

“We can’t get the woman to 
stop feeding the birds. We’ve 
endured this for 10 years and 
no one has come up with any 
answers of how to stop it.” 

Pohle was told by Aid. John 
Mika that he should see a 
lawyer and try to obtain an 
iijj unction. 

Other aldermen had a vari¬ 
ety of ideas of how the prob¬ 
lem could be solved. 

Mayor Ed Lum suggested 
Pohle follow the example of 
some farmers who drove 
birds away by the use of a 
papier-mache model hawk at¬ 
tached by string to a helium- 
filled balloon. 

Aid. Sandy Noel, admitting 
it was a difficult thing to con¬ 
trol, ruled out the possibility 


of shooting the gulls. He did 
suggest that Pohle do what a 
neighbor of his did when 
plagued by the early morning 
crowing of a rooster. 

“He phoned the rooster’s 
owner at &:30 a.m. every 
morning and crowed like a 
rooster.” 

Noel also offered as a solu¬ 
tion: “Get somebody to run 
off with your neighbor’s 
wife!” 

Aldermen reluctantly adr 
mitted there was no bylaw 
that could help solve the prob¬ 
lem and agreed that legal re¬ 
course was the only avenue 
open to Pohle.

gregation of about 60 people 
who meet in Sooke elementa¬ 
ry school at 10:30 a.m. and 
7:30 p.m. Sundays. 

Week night activities are 
held in the old Brethren hall 
at Milne’s Landing. 

The Saanich location for the 
second fellowship was decided 
by a committee which sur¬ 
veyed the proximity of 
churches to areas of growth 
in Greater Victoria. 

“We came up with the area 
bounded by Douglas and 
Trans-Canada Highway and 
reaching north into Royal 
Oak.” said Alex Shook, pastor 
of the new fellowship, in an 
interview this week. 

The first service was held 
last Sunday In Royal Oak 
School, 4564 West Saanich 
Road. 

Shook is “a pioneer, a 
church planter." according to 
Robert Holmes, pastor of Cen¬ 
tral Baptist. 

“We brought him here from 
Montreal 1’4 years ago to 
assist us in our planning for 
this type of outreach," 
Holmes said. 

“We’ve been considering It 
for some time and this is the 
culmination of a long time of 
planning. We’ve had doors 
closed on us in the form of 
zoning and other roadblocks 
but I believe we now* have a 
clear, green light to go 
ahead.” 

In the past few years the 
congregation had considered 
building a new church in a 
growing area but, with the 
two fellowships, will continue 
to expand through them. 

About 35 people attended 
the first service in Royal Oak 
school last Sunday. The nu¬ 
cleus for the group had been 
formed at Bible study meet¬ 
ings in private homes. This 
Saturday young people from 
Central Baptist will be dis¬ 
tributing fliers in the area 
telling about the new fellow¬ 
ship. 

The Sunday meeting, from 
10 a.m. till noon, is a blend of 
worship, programmed Bible 
studies, group discussion and 
Bible exposition, Shook ex¬ 
plained. It is for all ages, nur¬ 
sery through adult, he said. 

His basic philosophy 1« 
based on Ephesians 4 which 
exhorts Christians to unity 
and beseeches "that ye walk 
worthy of the Vocation where¬ 
with ye are called.” 

“This produces a different 
church setup,” Shook said. 
“It’s based on what I envision 
my job to be which is to pre¬ 
pare Christians to minister. 
You could call it a mutual 
ministry through group 
study.” 

Over a period ot 20 years he 
has compiled a guidebook 
incorporating his method for 
bringing about this mutual 
ministry. The book is called 
The Ten Steps of Growth. 

Shook, who came to Vic¬ 
toria as associate minister at 
Central, founded his first two 
churches in Toronto after 
being ordained in 1955. After 
nine years he moved on to Ot¬ 
tawa where he established an¬ 
other. 

About 14 years ago he went 
to Montreal and founded a 
Baptist church in Greenfield 
Park on the south shore. 

A native of Ottawa, he grew 
up in Toronto and served m 
the signals and intelligence 
corps of the Army in the Sec¬ 
ond World War. 

One of his last assignments 
was working with the Dutch 
underground. 

Central's outreach work Is 
assisted by the phone mission 
committee of the B.C. Con¬ 
vention of Baptist Churches 
and the Trans-Canada Fellow¬ 
ship of Evangelical Baptist 
Churches.

Garden Notes 



One intriguing part of my 
job is the annual search for 
new and interesting seeds to 
describe each spring to our 
readers. This involves not 
only correspondence with 
plant breeders and experi¬ 
mental stations in many parts 
of the world, but whenever 
possible. I try to get around 
and talk to a few leading 
seedsmen in the U.S. and 
Canada. 

On one of these visits some 
years ago, I was surprised to 
find a couple of giant humidi¬ 
fiers going full blast in the 
seed storage warehouse, 
belching great clouds at 
steam into the air. An atten¬ 
dant was tapping the dial of 
an instrument on the wall and 
reported anxiously to my host 
that he was having some trou¬ 
ble in keeping the relative hu¬ 
midity up to 60 per cent. 

"Why all the fuss about hu¬ 
midity” I asked. "Does dry 
air hurt the seeds?” 

‘‘Yes, some of them lose 
their power to germinate if al¬ 
lowed to dry out too much,” 
he explained. "But that Isn’t 
all. They lose weight, too, if 
stored under too dry condi¬ 
tions.”

In writing recently about 
the efficacy of artificial 
scents which in TV commer¬ 
cials are alleged to make men 
irresistible to women, I used 
an old anecdote to illustrate 
that such daydreams are not 
limited to young men. 

One fine spring day in 
Washington, D.C., according 
to the story, Supreme Court 
Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, then 90, was walking 
along Pennsylvania Avenue 
with a colleague, the two of 
them presumably deep in con¬ 
versation about some matter 
gefore the court They fell si¬ 
lent a moment as a pretty 
secretary trotted past them, 
however; then Holmes re¬ 
marked : “Ch, to be 70 again!” 

That this excellent story 
should be challenged as 
apochryphal I am not sur¬ 
prised. It is not the kind of 
story for which authoritative 
evidence is likely to exist. 
Holmes himself could not gra¬ 
cefully have gone about Wash¬ 
ington repeating It nor put 
it in his memoirs. The more 
renowned a man is for his 
• wit, the more constrained he 
is to refrain from advertising 
it himself. The only other 
witness would have been his 
colleague, but I Imagine he 
would haw been bound by 
some unwritten code among 
the Nine Old Men not to circu¬ 
late the private reflections of 
a fellow justice, especially 
one that was so revealing of 
the inner man. 

There was a third party, of 
course; the secretary. We 


He went on to point out that 
a half-pound packet of peas, 
say, could lose as much as 
half an ounce of weight at 30- 
per-cent humidity, and the 
sale of such a short-weight 
packet could lead to a sub¬ 
stantial fine under the Canada 
Weights and Measures Act 

When we browse through 
the seed racks in the garden 
centre, making our selection 
from the thousands of gaily- 
colored packets, few of us 
give any thought to the work 
which has gone Into the 
breeding, growing and prep¬ 
aration of the seeds. But 
anyone who has ever cleaned, 
dried and packaged even a 
small quantity of home- 
gathered seed must realize 
the care and infinite attention 
to detail necessary. 

For instance, some of the 
major seed firms have aban¬ 
doned the traditional paper 
seed packet and have gone 
over to a hermetically sealed 
packet made of laminated 
aluminum foil and paper. 
With a moisture barrier like 
this, the seeds cannot dry out, 
even after leaving the air-con¬ 
ditioned seed warehouse for 
the retail dealers’ racks. 


We take it for granted that 
the seeds we buy will come up 
and grow, providing we give 
them the simple culture re¬ 
quired. Different kinds of 
seeds do, of course, demand 
different kinds of soil, dif¬ 
ferent germinating tempera¬ 
tures and different depths of 
planting, and it is only com¬ 
mon sense to find out these 
details before sowing. Re¬ 
member, too, that some seeds 
demand darkness, while 
others insist upon light during 
the germinating process. 

We take it for granted, too, 
the natural miracle of the 
seed itself — something which 
should fill us with wonder and 
awe if we only stop to consid¬ 
er. 

One seed will become a tiny 
blade of grass. Another, hard¬ 
ly any bigger, will grow Into a 
giant forest tree, while still 
another develops an incredi- 
bily beautiful flower. Of three 
look-alike seeds that sit on my 
desk as I write, one will pro¬ 
duce a nutritious vegetable, 
another a deadly poison and 
the third a healing medicine. 
There is no vegetable, poison 
or medicine within the hulls

at my three seeds, but each 
possesses the power to extract 
the necessary materials from 
the earth, air and water. To 
me, this is truly a miracle. 

Even Mother Nature’s 
varied methhods for seed dis¬ 
persal are wonderful — for 
seeds must always emigrate 
and seek new lands to colo¬ 
nize. 

Some, like dandelions and 
milkweed, are airborne para¬ 
troopers. Some — the maples 
and sycamores — have a heli- 
cqpter-like method of travel. 
Burrs and Devil’s Pitchforks 
are hitchhikers, making their 
way to new ground by cling¬ 
ing to the cuffs of our 
trousers and to the coats of 
animals. 

The seeds of gorse and 
broom and impatiens blast off 
like buckshot from the burst¬ 
ing seed pod. The seeds of our 
berried shrubs travel as pas¬ 
sengers within the 'bodies of 
birds, while the greatest wan¬ 
derer of all — the enormous 
seed of the coconut palm — 
will journey for a thousand 
miles or more on the ocean's 
currents to colonize a distant 
tropical island. 




cannot rule out the possibility 
that she overheard Holmes; 
young women have the ears 
of owls and certainly she 
would have known who he 
was. Iimagine the gallant old 
gentleman was the most re¬ 
cognizable object in the Capi¬ 
tal next to Washington Monu¬ 
ment and Mr. Hoover. But I 
doubt that Mr. Justice 
Holmes, for all his humor, 
would deliberately have said 
such a thing within the young 
lady’s hearing; and even if he 
had, what would have been 
the story’s fate? She might 
have told it later to the girls 
fin the office, or that night to 
her boyfriend, but it propably 
never would have percolated 
upstairs into Washington soci¬ 
ety to become a part of the 
mythology. 

So Inevitably there are 
some, as I say, who challenge 
its authenticity. “I must take 
exception,” writes Ernest 
Rhodes of Sherman Oaks, 
Calif., “to your attributing the 
words, ‘oh, to be 70 again!’ to 
Chief Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes as an original dictum. 
(Holmes had b^en chief jus¬ 
tice of Massachusetts, but 
never became chief justice of 
the United States, as I er¬ 
roneously indicated.) 

“The true originator of such 
thoughts.” Rhodes continues, 
“was the Prussian Field- 
marshal [Friedrich Graf 
(Count) von Wrangel 
(1784-1877), famous for his 
military-political achieve¬ 
ments as well as for his wit. I 
quote from a sketch describ¬ 


ing his life’s high points: ‘His 
last bon mot was devoted to a 
beautiful woman. On a walk, 
taking a long look at her, the 
nonagenarian turns to his 
aide-de-camp and exclaims; 
“If only one were 80!’ ” 

That story rings true, But I 
doubt that there has ever 
been a man of 9 years to 
whom soma similar thought 
has not more than once oc¬ 
curred; and that Holmes 
should have been anticipated 
by Count von Wrangel does 
not diminish the quality of his 
own remark. It is a credit to 
his Yankee style, I think, that 
he managed to express the 
same sentiment as the Prus¬ 
sian fieldmarshal without re¬ 
sorting to the sUbjimctive 
mood. (“If only one were 80!” 
indeed.) 

A stranger shadow is cast 
over the Holmes anecdote by 
a story that comes to me 
from Charles G. Gant of 
Santa Ana, Calif. Gant had 
first heard the anecdote in the 
1940s, and in that version the 
colleague was identified as 
Associate Justice Louis Bran- 
deis, who would have been a 
younger man of 75 at the time 
of the incident. Then in 1944, 
when he was languishing in a 
bypassed Pacific outpost of 
the Second World War, Gant 
happened to read Catherine 
Drinker Bowen's popular bi¬ 
ography of Holmes, “Yankee 
from Olympus,” and was dis¬ 
appointed not to find the story 
in it. So he wrote Mrs. Bowen 
.to ask why, and she an¬ 
swered: 


"Thank you for your kind 
letter. Yes, I love the story 
about Brandeis and Holmes 
walking down Pennsylvania 
Avenue. I couldn’t use it be¬ 
cause it is so well known. It is 
a true story and I have heard 
it from many persons who 
knew Holmes well . . .” 

Gant was baffled by Mrs. 
Bowen’s explanation, just as I 
am. She didn’t use a good 
story just because it was too 
well known? On the same 
grounds one might leave out 
the story that Lincoln, when 
told that General Grant 
drank, said “What brand does 
he drink? I’U send a keg to 
my other generals.” 

Gant's puzzlement was deep¬ 
ened 30 yeans later, In 1974, 
when he was reading one of 
Mrs. Bowen’s last books, on 
the craft of biography, in 
which she explained; “Justice 
Holme’s famous remark at 80 
(sometimes 90), when a 
pretty girl passed by, ‘oh, to 
be 70 again!’ could be traced 
to so many old gentlemen that 
when I finally found it at¬ 
tributed to an ancient Roman 
I omitted it from my book, 
thereby laying myself open to 
subsequent letters quoting the 
remark and asking how I 
managed to miss such a 
gem.”

The best of them, of course, 
has lyen the baby-faced 
Cauthen, the 16-year-old rook¬ 
ie who exploded on the New 
York scene by setting records 
of 23 winnejrs in a single week 
and six in a single day. He 
has dose to 100 winners this 
year. 

Trotter likes the youngster's 
ability to avoid trouble. 

"He sits still,” the veteran 
racing secretary «aid. "He 
can sens* trouble and avoid it 
with the utmost ease ... I 
don’t think he needs any ap¬ 
prentice allowance to win. 
He’s already proved that 
point.” 

The bug’s five-pound edge is 
erased m stakes races and 
Cauthen has won five of those 
at Aqueduct, 

Cauthen’s bug disappears at 
the end of May and that 
creates a happy dilemma for 
his agent, Lennie Goodman. 

Track rules allow an agent 
to represent only two riders 
at a time, one full-fledged 
jockey and one apprentice. 
Goodman’s pair at the mo¬ 
ment are Cauthen and veter¬ 
an Panamanian jockey Brau- 
lio Baeza. When Cauthen loses 
his bug, the agent will have to 
choose between the youngster 
and the veteran. 

"When I get to that bridge, 
I'll cross it,” said Goodman. 


"Right now, I don’t have to 
cross that bridge. But Til tell 
you this. There's never been a 
kid 16 who could do the things 
he (Cauthen) does." 

Another problem is Cauth¬ 
en’s eligibility to ride full¬ 
time. Because he is such a hot 
property, he usually has a 
mount in each of Aqueduct's 
nine daily races, a heavy 
work load for any jockey 
much less a teen-ager. 


When he came to New York 
late last year, Cauthen was 
routinely licensed because he 
had ridden previously in Ken¬ 
tucky and Ohio. New York 
State’s rules of racing don’t 
require working papers so 
none were secured for the 
youngster. 

But the New York state de¬ 
partment of labor has stricter 
rules and when it began ques¬ 
tioning Cauthen’s fulltime em¬ 


ployment eligibility, the ma¬ 
chinery for obtaining papers 
was started. On Friday, the 
youngsters father was sche¬ 
duled to ship Cadthen’s birth 
certificate to New York by air 
to complete the documenta¬ 
tion required for the papers to 
be issued. 

By Monday, Cauthen should 
be certified by the depart¬ 
ment of labor. The bettors 
gave him their stamp of ap¬ 
proval much earlier.

Two different Mayday calls from the same tuc 
resulted in the rescue of five men on Thursday in 
icy waters about 40 miles off the northern tip of 
Vancouver Island. 

The first rescue operation occurred al 3:30 
a.m. after the tug. Mainland Fury, had earlier 
radioed that it was being swamped in seas with 
eight-foot swells whipped' up by 60-mile-an-hour 
winds. 


A B.C. Ferries spokesman said the Queen of 
Prince Rupert ferry, on a regular run from Bella 
Bella to Kelsey Bay, answered the distress call and 
took on board four men from the Lund-Powell River 
area. 

The four were identified as pilot Roy Johnson, 
Roger Dowker, Rudy Vandermaeden and Peter 
Ranger.

dition, said they had cut lines to a barge in an effort 
to stay afloat, but because the tug was in danger of 
going under, they abandoned ship. 

The second ■ Mayday call was heard an hour 
later. 

An RCMP spokesman ai Sayward said the call 
came from Roger Skidmore who was alone in a boat 
in the same area when he, too, became a victim of 
the storm.

Malaspina College council

NORTH COWICHAN— 
The development of a 
mammoth 1,000-lot Maple 
Bay Road subdivision, 
which nearby residents 
fought through the courts 
unsuccessfully, has stop¬ 
ped for an indefinite 
period. 

Deane Lundy, who is 
president of Westland 
Realty and development 
manager for Kingsview 
Estates Limited, told the 
Colonist from Vancouver 
Friday that a number of 
matters had not been re¬ 
solved with the munici¬ 
pality and work is being 
halted until agreement is 
reached. 

“It is going to take us 
about a week to wind 
down the construction 
work and batten down the 
hatches, but for all intents 
and purposes further work 
has been stopped,” he 
said, confirming rumors 
which started two weeks 
ago. 

Before a four - hour 
meeting last week with 
municipal council, Lundy 
denied these rumors of a 
possible shutdown. 

The construction moratori¬ 
um will stop the installation 
of two miles of sewer line, 
which is 50-per-cent complete, 
to the development on Maple 
Bay Road. 

Preparation of the site has 
also been curtailed, with the 
total effect being the loss of 
more than 50 jobs, 

Lundy said it was unfortu¬ 
nate that it had to come to 
this, hut stated there was sev¬ 
eral million dollars involved 
and Ihe firm couldn’t afford 
to wait for an agreement to 
be reached with the munici¬ 
pality. 

He said the development 
had experienced delays in get¬ 
ting underground service 
plans for the development ap¬ 
proved by the municipality. 

“We feel it is only prudent 
to wait until these have been 
approved by; the municipality. 
No, I do not know when we 
will start up again. It depends 
on when they are completed.” 
the Kingsview spokesman 
said. 

He added that there was no 
animosity toward the munici¬ 
pality, because he felt the 
pntfilem might be due to li¬ 
mited number of staff. 

Official notice that the work 
would cease was only re¬ 
ceived by the municipal ad¬ 
ministration Friday, although 


council ha* been aware the 
possibility had existed for the 
past two weeks. 

Acting Mayor of North Cow¬ 
ichan, Aid. Margaret Robert¬ 
son, said Friday afternoon 
that council was not prepared 
to comment fully on the 
Kingsview announcement or 
Ihe reasons for closing down 
at this time. 

"They have closed down on 
their own volition. Council re¬ 
grets to see it and are very 
concerned,” she said. 

Concerning the developer's 
charge of delays in engineer¬ 
ing plans approval,' Mrs.Ro¬ 
bertson stated it was only re¬ 
ceived Jan. 26-28 and the mu¬ 


nicipal engineer has guaran- 
ted approval in principle by 
Feb. 15, this Tuesday. 

"The sew-er pumping station 
plans were only received 
Thursday.” she said. 

Commenting on possible 
Maple Bay road residents’ 
concern about the completion 
of the municipality's road 
work and the installation of a 
new waterline. Acting Mayor 
Robertson said there was no 
major problem. 

"Both of these will he com¬ 
pleted as planned . . . The 
sewer line being installed hy 
the developer will he left as is 
until work proceeds again,” 
she said.

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Heritage foundation to act 


as clearing 


house—Bawlf

VANCOUVER — The pre¬ 
servation of heritage build¬ 
ings in B.C. will get a shot in 
the arm during the current 
legislative session, Recreation 
and Conservation Minister 
Sam Bawlf said here Friday. 

The minister tokl about 300 
delegates to a heritage confer¬ 
ence at the Georgia hotel he 
will introduce legislation es¬ 
tablishing a B.C. Heritage 
Foundation. 


The foundation, he said, 
would act as a central clear¬ 
ing house for heritage preser¬ 
vation throughout the prov¬ 
ince. 

It would prepare an invento¬ 
ry of buildings worth preserv¬ 
ing; it would help devise stra¬ 
tegies to preserve heritage 
buildings, keeping in mind 
that individuals and small 
municipalities may not have 
the necessary expertise to 
tackle the Job. 

The foundation, the minister 
said, would act as a central 


information registry dealing 
with all aspects of heritage 
preservation. 

The foundation would also 
act asamediator between 
heritage groups and munici¬ 
palities on one side and prop¬ 
erty owners on the other. 

"To designate a building as 
a heritage structure doesn't 
necessarily mean saving it,” 
he said. 

Legislation may save a 
building from being tom down 
without preserving in from 
long-term neglect, he added. 


Bawlf stopped short of 
promising financial assistance 
to preservation groups or mu¬ 
nicipalities, but in an inter¬ 
view after his speech, the 
minister did say that a re¬ 
volving fund would be es¬ 
tablished to help purchase key 
properties in certain crisis sit¬ 
uations. 

He said the province would 
in certain cases participate in 
the purchase of a heritage 
building, help restore it to 
some contemporary use. after 
which it could be sold. 


At that point, he said, the 
government expected to be 
paid back. The money would 
then be invested in some 
other heritage preservation 
scheme. 

"In other words, the gov¬ 
ernment would only participa¬ 
te financially on a short-term 
basis. I believe this is a better 
use of funds than establishing 
a universal grab-bag,’' Bawlf 
said.' 

The minister attached a 
much greater importance to 


the other activities of his pro¬ 
posed heritage foundation. 

He told the audience that 
present efforts needed to be 
pulled together by a central 
agenoy to avoid ad-hoc ap¬ 
proaches to heritage preser¬ 
vation. 

"The recording and re¬ 
search aspects of heritage 
preservation need a lot more 
study. We have to design pro¬ 
vince-wide methods of stabi¬ 
lizing and protecting the ef¬ 
forts to save our past," he 
said. 


He assured the audience 
that the growing interest in 
heritage preservation had not 
gone unnoticed by the provin¬ 
cial government. 

"Tangible contact with our 
roots and origins lends stabili¬ 
ty and we must preserve the 
best and most representative 
ol our past,” Bawlf said. 

Bawlf is no layman in the 
field of preserving old build¬ 
ings by restoring them to 
what he called "contem¬ 
porary use.” 

As & developer before his 


election, Bawlf was involved 
in a number of restoration 
projects ip Victoria, including 
the Counting House on (Broad 
Street and the construction of 
Market Square on Lower 
Johnson. 

He always maintained that 
a developer can achieve a 
good return on his investment 
by restoring old buildings and 
he has consistently con¬ 
demned the practice of tear¬ 
ing down solid, but old build¬ 
ings to replace them with new- 
concrete structures. 


Commercial shrimp take 
braked in Tofino 


CUPE tensions easing up 


Federal fisheries is apply¬ 
ing the brakes to commercial 
shrimp fishing off Tofino. 

Scientific evidence indicates 
that the grounds can support 
an annual fishery of about 5.7 
million pounds. 

But in the 1976 season to the 
year-end the catch totalled 
11.1 million pounds and may 
reach 13 million by April, 
Dick Crouter, director of the 
field services directorate, said 
in an interview from Van¬ 
couver Friday. 

"This fishery was just dis¬ 
covered three years ago, and 
it’s a short time to establish 
fishing patterns for a new 
fishery," he said. 

The department has also 
learned that while 17 vessels 
took part in the west coast 


shrimp fishery in 1976, more 
vessels are being rigged to 
enter the Tofino fishery this 
year for the first time, and 
processors are expanding 
their ability to handle 6hrimp 
"to a level - far in excess of the 
harvest that can be permitted 
from the Tofino grounds.” 

As a result, the department 
is bringing in regulations that 
will limit participation in the 
shrimp fishery this year to 
those vessels that have a 
recoixi of landings in 1975 and 
or 1976. 

The restrictions will also 
apply to vessels which have 
records of shrimp landings in 
waters other than those of the 
west coast of Vancouver Is¬ 
land. 


grounds 

In 1973 the catch was 
793,000 pounds. The total rose 
to three million pounds in 
1974, almost equally divided 
between American and Cana¬ 
dian boats. In 1975 season the 
total catch was 1.3 million, 
mostly by Canadians. 

Survey data also indicate 
that the Nootka grounds may 
be able to sustain an annual 
fishery of 2 million pounds 
(this is expected to be the 
catch to March 31 this sea¬ 
son), and stocks of shrimp 
are also available in Queen 
Charlotte Sound, to an extent 
as yet undetermined. 

Crouter said the Tofino 
shrimp fishery, the main con¬ 
cern, will be reassessed by 
scientists in May.

Efforts are being made to 
patch up the latest rift in the 
turbulent relationship of Ca¬ 
nadian Union of Public Em¬ 
ployees’ locals involved in 
core area municipal negotia¬ 
tions. 

*Tve had several calls 
today (Friday) from people 
willing to start the ball rolling 
in the opposite direction.” 
said Daryl Anderson, whose 
Capita] Region local voted 
27-26 Thursday night to break 
away from joint negotiations. 

Anderson had announced 
his intention of stepping down 
as president of the local be¬ 
cause of the decision, but he 
now says he will reconsider if 
the 155-member group returns 
to the fold. 

"I’m not having anything to 
do with the decision myself,” 
Andersen said. "It’s not up to 


me. Whether I quit or not 
depends on what the mem¬ 
bership does at this point. 
Some of those who called me 
said they didn’t really realize 
the importance of what was 
happening.” 

But if the local holds to its 
course Anderson will be out 
both as president and as of¬ 
ficial spokesman for the joint 
negotiating committee. 

The United bargaining front 
was originally set up to en¬ 
compass all eight locals, but 
it never had more than seven 
because of the early decision 
of the 200-member Victoria in¬ 
side workers’ locals to bar¬ 
gain on its own. The local 
kept its demand within the 
Anti - Inflation Board guide¬ 
lines and after just three 
meetings came away with a 
one-year agreement providing 
an increase of just over six 
per cent. 


The conservative approach 
apparently appealed to a 
large number of the Capital 
Region employees and they 
decided against running the 
risk of sticking with the se¬ 
ven-local pact and what the 
pact says is a demand for a 
10H to 11 per cent settlement. 
Unofficially, the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Labor Relations Associa¬ 
tion has called it a 20 per cent 
demand. The GVLRA bar¬ 
gains for the municipalities 
and the Capital Region. 

Sources said Anderson knew 
he was going to face strong 
dissension when he went to 
Thursday night's meeting. Op¬ 
posing him were those who 
thought it senseless to de¬ 
mand anything exceeding the 
guidelines. Some were also 
upset about statements he has 
made as spokesman for the 
joint negotiating committee. 

"It was a pretty hot meet¬ 


ing," Anderson admitted. 
"But I think if people had re¬ 
ally understood the ramifica¬ 
tions of what was happening 
they would have taken an¬ 
other route.” 

Negotiations with the united 
front broke off after four 
meetings with a warning by 
chief CVLRA negotiator Carl 
Anshelm that his group would 
seek mediation services. 

But since then GVLRA has 
made it clear it doesn’t intend 
to take such a step at this 
time. 

"We are not going tor medi¬ 
ation because we would still 
hope at this point that we can 
sit down and talk,” one direc¬ 
tor said. 

However, no new talks are 
scheduled. 

The Capital Region local's 
breakaway is the latest in a 
series of disputes within the 
area's union membership.

Ottawa sticks to 6 % target 


A well-known wildlife biolo¬ 
gist, author and former news¬ 
paper reporter was the cen¬ 
tral figure in a murder- 
suicide in Victoria and Saan¬ 
ich Friday. 

Saanich and Victoria police 
believe that 37-year-old Ian 
Donald Smith, of 218 Ports¬ 
mouth Street, committed sui¬ 
cide Friday morning after 
killing 24-year-old Antoinette 
Frances Maria Beltgens, of 
308-3142 Cedar Hill Road, as 
she arrived for work at a 
medical office building at 3042 
Shelbourne. 

Smith joined the B.C. Fish 
and Wildlife Branch in 1970, 
one year after receiving his 
master of science degree in 
wildlife management from the 
University of British Colum¬ 
bia, and was the regional 
wildlife biologist for Van¬ 
couver Island at Nanaimo be¬ 
fore becoming co-ordinator of 
wildlife inventory in B.C. at 
Victoria. 

He wrote a book. The Un¬ 
known Island, and contributed 
many articles in scientific and 
outdoor magazines such as 
Western Fish and Wildlife, 
Northwest Sportsman. B.C 
Outdoors, Wildlife Review. 
Beautiful British Columbia 
and Field and Stream. 

Smith, who graduated from 
the University of Victoria in 
1961 and spent a year as prin¬ 
cipal of a two-room school in 
the Queen Charlotte Islands, 
worked as a reporter for the 
Victoria Times in the sum¬ 
mers of 1957 to 1962, except 
for 1960, and also worked 
summers in 1965 and 1966 for 
the Colonist. 

The tragedy began about 9 
a.m. when Miss Beltgens, a 
receptionist -nurse for Dr. 
John Campbell, arrived at the

OTTAWA (CP) Finance 
Minister Donald Macdonald 
said Friday the government 
sticks by its target of six per 
cent for inflation by the end of 
the year, but it will be dif¬ 
ficult to get below that figure. 

The year got off to a bad 
start as a sharp rise in food 
prices pushed up the con¬ 
sumer price index, the most 


commonly used measure of 
inflation, in January. 

Under questioning by Op¬ 
position MPs in the Commons 
Macdonald said he expects 
there will be further increases 
in food prices. And it is un¬ 
likely that the other major 
household budget items, such 
as housing and transportation, 
will show immediate price de¬ 
clines. 


Opposition Leader Joe 
Clark demanded to know why 
the federal government was 
delaying in bringing down a 
new budget. 

Macdonald said he now is 
holding pre-budget consulta¬ 
tions, and will announce in 
the next one or two weeks a 
date for a new budget some¬ 
time during “the next several 
months." 


New Democratic Leader Ld 
Broadbent. noting that food 
prices were the force behind 
renewed inflation in January, 
asked why the federal govern¬ 
ment has not announced a na¬ 
tional food policy. 

Prime Minister Trudeau re¬ 
plied that he does not antici¬ 
pate announcing a specific 
lood policy, “but we’ll enact 
policy as it is decided."

Kidnapped Spanish leaders rescued 


MADRID (AP) - Police 
rescued two high officials un¬ 
harmed Friday from their lef¬ 
tist kidnappers and jailed the 
men who planned the abduc¬ 
tions, the government said. 

Solving the kidnappings 
eased the most serious chal¬ 
lenge to the Spanish govern¬ 
ment since the death of Fran¬ 
cisco Franco in November, 
1975, but rejoycing w-as 
marred by the killing of a 
Barcelona policeman. 

The government said police 
found and freed Lt.-Gen. Emi¬ 
lio Villaescusa — Spain’s 
chief military judge — from 
one Madrid apartment and a

The church also said it 
would promote equal pay for 
equal work and would try to 
eliminate racially-derogatory 
language such as calling 
blacks “bantus’^ and adults 
“boys" and “girls.”

Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs Rafe Mair said he 
hoped his Travel Agents Reg¬ 
istration Act, introduced in 
the Legislature Friday morn¬ 
ing, would receive speedy 
passage. 

When dt becomes law, the 
. legislation will require all 
travel agents in the province 
to be registered at a central 
registry. The bill also pro¬ 
vides for the establishment of 
a fund from which travellers 
would receive full refunds 
should the agency they were 
dealing with fail financially. 


The fund will be established 
as a joint operation between 
government and the travel in¬ 
dustry. 

At present travellers using 
advanced bookings for trips 
and vacations have virtually 
no protection when an agency 
goes into bankruptcy. 

“Under this legislation 
there will be complete protec¬ 
tion, not only for the travell¬ 
ing public, but for the travel 
industry, too,” Madr said. 
“And I must say that 1 have 
been pushed hard for this leg¬ 
islation by travel agents be¬ 
cause on those rare'but tragic 
occasions when an agency col¬ 
lapses the entire industry suf¬ 
fers.” 

Administering the new reg¬ 


ulations will be a board of 
representatives from the trav¬ 
el industry, the general public 
and government. 

On making application to be 
registered, the person or per¬ 
sons involved will be required 
to provide proof of financial 
stability; proof of residence in 
B.C., and agree to establish a 
trust fund in which all money 
paid by travellers Is deposit¬ 
ed. 

Money in the trust fund 
must remain in trust until 
used for the actual service 
paid for by the consumer. It 
will be illegal for the agent to 
use funds deposited as collat¬ 
eral for other purposes. 

Mair said no registration 
fee had yet been established 


but that it would be before the 
legislation comes into effect. 

The fees, along with other 
financing, will be used to es¬ 
tablish a “travel assurance 
fund" from which travellers 
will be reimbursed in the 
event of financial failure of 
their travel agent. 

The minister said no total 
had yet been arrived at for 
the assurance fund but “it 
will hopefujly be large enough 
for compensation to be paid 
out of the interest.” 

Mair noted that the legisla¬ 
tion also provides the regis¬ 
trar of travel agents with au¬ 
thority to inspect the books of 
any travel agency suspected 
of being on the verge of col¬ 
lapse.

Police bugging devices 
‘indispensable’ crime aid 


OTTAWA (OP) — Police 
tapped 1,224 telephones or 
other communication devices 
in 1976 and used microphones 
to bug everything from resi¬ 
dences to unspecified “con¬ 
tainers." Solicitor-General 
Francis Fox reported Friday. 

The taps and bugs were au¬ 
thorized by judges under the 
1974 Protection of Privacy 
Act. The report, tabled by 
Fox in the Commons, said the 
police invasions of privacy re¬ 
sulted in 1.062 arrests, includ¬ 
ing 824 whose names were not 
set out in the applications for 
authorization to wiretap or 
bug. 

A second report said 517 
warrants authorizing elec¬ 
tronic eavesdropping under 
the Official Secrets Act were 
issued in 1976. The average 
time the warrants were in 
force was just under 241 days. 

The Official Secrets Act re¬ 


port said the interceptions 
were “vital and indispensable 
investigative aids to supple¬ 
ment, verify or disprove infor¬ 
mation derived from other 
sources.” 

It said the technique was 
used to check out subversive 
activity “both in the sphere of 
foreign intelligence activities 
directed towards gathering in¬ 
telligence information relating 
to Canada and in the violent, 
terrorist or criminal activities 
directed towards ac¬ 
complishing government 

change in Canada or else¬ 
where." 

The more detailed Protec¬ 
tion of Privacy Act report 
said all 614 applications last 
year were granted by judges 
and conditions were placed on 
only two of them. All 542 ap¬ 
plications for extensions of 
the 90-day authorizations to 
eavesdrop also were granted. 


''While using interrela¬ 
tions ... to investigate other 
offences, law enforcement of¬ 
ficers frequently become 
aware of other offences which 
had been previously unknown 
or wire ported/' the report 
said. Arrests sometimes re¬ 
sulted in several countries. 

More than 1,200 authoriza¬ 
tions specified offences under 
the Narcotics Control Act. 
The report said substantial 
quantities of illicit narcotics 
were seized as a result. 

One Income Tax Act viola¬ 
tion was listed under the 
heading of “activities of or^ 
ganized crime." 

Almost 550 authorizations 
were granted under the con¬ 
spiracy heading of the Crimi¬ 
nal Code, usually used as a 
blanket charge in drug cases. 
About 250 were aimed at traf¬ 
ficking of controlled or re¬ 
stricted drugs under the Food

and Drug Act. Customs and 
excise violations accounted 
for 32 more authorizations. 

The places bugged: 512 per¬ 
manent residences. 40 tempo¬ 
rary residences. 106 commer¬ 
cial premises, eight vehicles, 
four “interview rooms" and 
12 “containers.” 

Guides for bugging of court 
house interview rooms were 
set down in December after 
lawyers in Sault Ste. Merie, 
Ont., found conversations with 
their clients may have been 
overheard during police inves¬ 
tigation of a case against a 
suspected lawyer. The lawyer 
wound up in penitentiary for 
six years for drug and other 
offences. 

Judges must be told at the 
application stage If a wiretap 
or bugging will involve “sen¬ 
sitive conversations” between 
husband and wife, lawyer and 
client, or doctor and patient. 

'The report pressed for 
amendments that would give 
police broader powers and ex¬ 
tend the current notification 
provision, under which any¬ 
one subjected to electronic 
eavesdropping must be in¬ 
formed within 90 days and 
given transcripts if they are 
asked for. 


CINCINNATI OJPD A 
man and a woman armed 
with a shotgun who said they 
were looking for a baby bom 
20 years ago took eight 
women hostage late Friday 
night inside a Salvation Army 
home for unwed mothers. 

The hostages were held in 
an x-ray room in the two- 
storey Catherine Booth home 
which has room "for about 35 
unwed mothers. 

‘There are eight hostages 
in the x-ray room.” said Sal¬ 
vation Army Major David 
Raxendale, director for the 
Salvation Army in Southern 
Ohio and Northern Kentucky. 

“A man and a woman came 
in with a shotgun, I think the 
man is drunk,” Baxendale 
said. “They are looking for a 


baby that was born in 1957. 
They just won’t communicate 
at this point." 

Baxendale said he did not 
know why the couple was 
looking for a baby bom 20 
years ago. 

“We’ve got a bad situation 
here," said Lt. Harold Mills, 
a Cincinnati police officer on 
the scene who said between 25 
and 30 other policemen were 
at the nursing home. He said 
a tactical weapons team was 
inside the home.

Dear Dr. Tkoiteun: Can a 
person with angina pectoris 
enjoy a full sex life? My hus- 
bajgt. who has it, seems to 
tF not. If not, why? I am 
3('years olf and don’t want to 
give up my previous habits. 
-- Mrs. B.M. 

There are degrees of every¬ 
thing. and that includes an¬ 
gina pectoris. The basic prob¬ 
lem, as you know, is a defi¬ 
ciency of blood supply to ihe 
heart muscle. This causes 
pain radiating from the heart, 
usually on the left side of the 
body. 

The common cause is nar¬ 
rowing of the arteries serving 
the heart. This deficiency can 
be severe or mild. Sex need 
not be ruled out for angina 
victims, but. as with any 
other exertion, it has to be 
approached more carefully. 

Much dfpends on how r little 
non-sexual activity it takes to 
bring on symptoms. If a casu¬ 
al w-alk or something equally 
non-taxing causes, the pain 
then sex would have to be 
approached cautiously. 

It is important for your hus¬ 
band to learn how to use med¬ 
icine, not only to relieve at¬ 
tacks but to forestall them. 
Only your physician can 
gauge your husband’s condi¬ 
tion sufficiently to advise 
more specifically. 

Dear Dr. Thostoson: About 
two years ago I had my two 
bottom wisdom teeth re¬ 
moved. Ever since I have had 
a cracking in my jaw r when I 
open my mouth. Is this never 
going to go away?— J.A.W. 

I don’t believe those initials. 
It sounds as though the ex¬ 
tractions have altered your 
bite, which can change the 
mlscle and bone arrangement 
when the law r is opened. 
You should adjust to this 
eventually. I suggest you tell 
your dentist about it.

VANCOUVER (CP — The 
B.C. Supreme Court Friday 
wrestled with the problem of 
what to do with a juvenile 
whom a provincial court 
judge tried to have delivered 
last week to the attorney- 
general. 

The boy still is being held in 
what lawyers say is g juvenile 
holding facility in Prince Ru¬ 
pert. 

Mr. Justice Harry McKay, 
who ad.joumed the hearing to 
Feb. 18. asked the lawyers to 
provide mim with more infor¬ 


mation on the boy and the 
availability of juvenile facili¬ 
ties in the province. 

He specifically askeJ law¬ 
yer C. K. Campbell, repre¬ 
senting the superintendent of 
child welfare to find out what 
group homes are available in 
Prince Rupert and whether 
there are plans to build a ju¬ 
venile industrial school in the 
province. 

The case concerns a lb- 
year-old boy who last week 
was sentenced in Prince Ru¬ 
pert to two years in a non¬ 
existent industrial school. 


In sentencing the Ixjy, pro¬ 
vincial court judge E. J. 
Cronin ordered that he be de¬ 
livered directly to the attor¬ 
ney-general in Victoria. 

Lawyers for the attorney- 
general subsequently obtained 
an order quashing that ruling. 

At the hearing Friday, law¬ 
yer Larry Myers, represent¬ 
ing the juvenile said Cronin 
sentenced the boy to an indus¬ 
trial school, although he knew’ 
none existed, to demonstrate 
his concern about the lack of 
facilities.

from the U.S.-Canada border 
further south. 

The premier said he did not 
come to Ottawa with his hand 
out looking for federal aid. 

Instead, he merely wanted 
the government to realize the 
province intends to capitalize 
on regional expansion pro¬ 
grams never before accepted 
by B.C. 

Bennet said his gov- j 
emment had an estimate of i 
the cost of exploiting the j 
northeastern part of the prov¬ 
ince, but he refused to dis¬ 
close his estimates.

Phillips survives 
week’s criticism 


Funded groups told 


Economic Development 
Minister Don Phillips sur¬ 
vived a week of criticism Fri¬ 
day but with an Opposition 
w arning of more to come r^xt 
week. 

Shortly before the Legisla¬ 
ture rose at 1 p.m., chief New 
Democratic Party .critic Gary 
Lauk (Vancouver Centre) 
fired his final shot lor the 
week by moving that Phillips’ 
salary be reduced to $1. 

Phillips earns $24,000 a year 
as a cabinet minister plus 
$24,000 as MLA for South 
Peace River. Lauk worded his 
motion to cut Phillip’s minis¬ 
terial salary to $23,999 but 
leave the MLA’s salary un¬ 
touched. 

In the B.C. Legislature 
there is "normally at least one 
move a session to reduce a 
minister's salary by $1, but 
Lauk said that was only a 
token move. He said he want¬ 
ed to demonstrate the depth 
of the Opposition’s dis¬ 
pleasure at Phillips’ conduct. 

Lauk told the house that 
Phillips had “skillfully dodged 
eveiy question asked of him 
all week ... his lack of can¬ 
didness . . . dodging, twisting, 
turning, makes me tfery sus¬ 
picious indeed.” 

He said he would be pre¬ 
pared to withdraw the motion, 
technically a non-cofidence 
motion in Phillips, if the min¬ 
ister would agree to resign. 

Committee chairman and 
deputy speaker Harvey 
Schroeder said he wasn’t sure 
whether Lauk’s motion was 
sound anyway, but promised 
a ruling Monday. 


Lauk indicated that which¬ 
ever way the ruling went he 
intended to keep the pessure 
on Phillips until he got an¬ 
swers t.) questions he had 
been asking all week. 

Friday Lauk listed 36 ques¬ 
tions he had asked and 
claimed that none had been 
answered. He said he would 
continue his attack “for as 
long as is necessary.” 

The questions ranged from 
coal and steel mill proposals 
with Japanese interests, to 
loans approved or rejected by 
the B.C. Development Cor¬ 
poration, B.C. Railway and 
the Grizzly Valley gas fields. 

Lauk wasn’t the lone critic. 

Scott Wallace (PC—Oak 
Bay) charged the entire gov¬ 
ernment with being secretive, 
especially in matters related 
to the B.C. Railway. 

He said he had recently te¬ 
lephoned BCR headquarters 
to seek information on the 
controversial Dease Lake ex¬ 
tension and had been told that 
any questions on the BCR 
should be asked on the floor 
of the house. 

That. Wallace suggested, 
was pointless advice because 
the government was “trying 
to hide information that is 
embarrassing to them.*’ 

Wallace also suggested that 
Phillips step down from direc¬ 
torships on BCR and the 
BCDC to guarantee that there 
would be no political interfer¬ 
ence with either organization. 

The Legislature reconvenes 
at 2 p.m.Monday.

Two Maydays, five seafarers and a pooch 


Two different Mayday calls from the same tug 
resulted in the rescue of five men on Thursday in 
icy waters about 40 miles off the northern tip of 
Vancouver Island. 

The first rescue operation occurred at 3:30 
a.m. after the tug, Mainland Fury, had earlier 
radioed that it was being swamped in seas with 
eight-foot swells whipped up by 60-mile-an-hour 
winds. 


A B.C. Ferries spokesman said the Queen of 
Prince Rupert ferry, on a tegular run from Bella 
Bella to Kelsey Bay, answered the distress call and 
took on board four men from the Lund-Powell Rivet- 
area. 

The four were identified as pilot Roy Johnson, 
Roger Dowker, Rudy Vandermaeden and Peter 
Ranger. They were reported in good condition. 

The men, who were on a beachcombing expe¬ 


dition, said they had cut lines to a barge in an effort 
to stay afloat, but because the tug was in danger of 
going under, they abandoned ship. 

The second Mayday call was heard an hour 
later. 

An RCMP spokesman at Sayward said the call 
came from Roger Skidmore who was alone in a boat 
in the same area when he, too, became a victim of 
the storm. 


The spokesman said Skidmore made his way to 
the Mainland Fury, which was still afloat, and used 
the tug’s radio to call for help. 

Also on board was the ship’s dog which could 
not be rescued earlier. An Alaska state ferry 
radioed that she was nearby and picked up the man 
and dog.

NANAIMO — Education 
Minister Pat McGeer has told 
Malaspina College council 
that he recognizes the need to 
meet prior commitments and 
to make every effort to con¬ 
tinue services within the 
limits of the dollars provided 
for that purpose by the Legis¬ 
lature. 

In a letter to college council 
head Mrs. Avis Mitchell, 
which was read at the council 
meeting on Thursday, 
McGeer noted that the over¬ 
all financial picture of the 
province has not changed sig¬ 
nificantly over the last three 
months and that the .peed for 
restraint in educational 
spending has ccontinued. 


College president Dr. Carl 
Opgaard told council that he 
understood that the govern¬ 
ment was considering a 10.8- 
per-cent increase in the bud¬ 
get for community colleges. 

“But,” he warned, “this 
money is not necessarily for 
existing colleges. Funds will 
have to be set aside for voca¬ 
tional training and for the 
emerging colleges and, as far 
as I know, no decision has 
been taken yet as to how 
much will be given to each in¬ 
dividual college. 

“We should know how much 
w* are getting by Apnl 1, 
which is also the start of the 
new budget year,” he said. 


“bam” will be the college’s 
new $628,000 air support gym¬ 
nasium, the largest building 
of its kind in Canada. 

Project manager Charlie 
Muir, who has supervised the 
construction of the new $12.3 
million college campus, told 
college council on Thursday 
that he expected to see the 
fabric covering of the 24,000- 
square-foot structure inflated 
within the next two or three 
weeks. 

Muir said that the concrete 
floor of the new building was 
almost complete and all the 
components for the roof, in¬ 
cluding the fabric and the in¬ 
flation unit, now were on site. 

“The next thing we have to 
do,” he went on, "is to hook 
up the fans and spread out the 
fabric.

Work stopped 
on mammoth 
subdivision

NORTH COWICHAN— 
The development of a 
mammoth 1,000-lot Maple 
Bay Road subdivision, 
which nearby residents 
fought through the courts 
unsuccessfully, has stop¬ 
ped for an indefinite 
period. 

Deane Lundy, who is 
president of Westland 
Realty and development 
manager for Kingsview 
Estates Limited, told the 
Colonist from Vancouver 
Friday that a number of 
matters had not been re¬ 
solved with the munici¬ 
pality and work is being 
halted until agreement is 
reached. 

“It is going to take us 
about a week to wind 
down the construction 
work and batten down the 
hatches, but for all intents 
and purposes further work 
has been stopped,” he 
said, confirming rumors 
which started two weeks 
ago. 

Before a four - hour 
meeting last week with 
municipal council, Lundy 
denied these rumors of a 
possible shutdown. 

The construction moratori¬ 
um will stop the installation 
of two miles of sewer line, 
which is 50-per-cent complete, 
to the development on Maple 
Bay Road. 

Preparation of the site has 
also been curtailed, with the 
total effect being the loss of 
more than 50 jobs. 

Lundy said it was unfortu¬ 
nate that it had to come to 
this, but stated there was sev- 
. eral million dollars involved 
and the firm couldn’t afford 
to wait for an agreement to 
be reached with the munici¬ 
pality. 

He said the development 
had experienced delays in get¬ 
ting underground service 
plans for the development ap¬ 
proved by the municipality. 

“We feel it is only prudent 
to wait until these have been 
approved by the municipality. 
No, I do not know when we 
will start up again. It depends 
on when they are completed,” 
the Kingsview spokesman 
said. 

He added that there was no 
animosity toward the munici¬ 
pality, because he felt the 
problem might be due to li¬ 
mited number of staff. 

Official notice that the work 
would cease was only re¬ 
ceived by the municipal ad¬ 
ministration Friday, although 


council has been aware the 
possibility had existed for the 
past two weeks. 

Acting Mayor of North Cow¬ 
ichan, Aid. Margaret Robert¬ 
son, said Friday afternoon 
that council was not prepared 
to comment fully on the 
Kingsview announcement or 
the reasons for closing down 
at this time. 

“They have closed down on 
their own volition. Council re¬ 
grets to £ee it and are very 
concerned,’’ she said. 

Concerning the developer’s 
charge of delays in engineer¬ 
ing plans approval, Mrs.Ro¬ 
bertson stated it was only re¬ 
ceived Jan. 26*28 and the mu¬ 


nicipal engineer has guaran- 
ted approval in principle by 
Feb. 15, this Tuesday. 

"The sewer pumping station 
plans were only received 
Thursday.” she said. 

Commenting on possible 
Maple Bay road residents’ 
concern about the completion 
of the municipality’s road 
work and the installation of a 
new waterline, Acting Mayor 
Robertson said there was no 
major problem. 

“Both of these will be com¬ 
pleted as planned . . . The 
sewer line being installed by 
the developer will be left as is 
until work proceeds again,’’ 
she said.

Mounties seek help in death

DUNCAN — RCMP have 
been able to establish that 
some old coins and bills were 
stolen from a 70-year-old Dun¬ 
can man, who died as a result 
of a severe beating Jan. 31. 

The body of Robert Geddes 
Ferguson of 3379 New Lake 
Cowichan Highway was found 
in his three-bedroom home, 
where he lived alone, by 


friends, and the RCMP sus¬ 
pect robbery was the motive. 

Cpl. Ted Jones of the Dun¬ 
can RCMP investigation sec¬ 
tion said Friday that they are 
seeking the public’s help in 
locating these coins and bills. 

“We feel that anybody des¬ 
perate enough to brutally as¬ 
sault this man must be in 
need of money. We think he 
might try to dispose of the 


collector’s items and we are 
seeking the public’s help,” he 

said. 

Jones said the victim had 
an old $50 bill with King 
George’s head on it and a 
25-cent bill “commonly known 
as a shin plaster.” 

Also missing are two old 
American silver dollars, but 
the RCMP were uncertain of 
the dates. 

Jones stated they were ei¬ 


ther before 1906 or sometime 
during the 1920s. * 

Ferguson was reported to 
have had a large coin collec¬ 
tion at one time, but the po¬ 
lice spokesman said he sold it 
and kept only a few items he 
didn’t wish to part with. ’

these coins or bills can be 
directed to the Duncan RCMP 
detachment.

Smith joined the B.C. Fish 
and Wildlife Branch in 1970, 
one year after receiving his 
master of science degree in 
wildlife management from the 
University of British Cblum- 
bia, and was the regional 
wildlife biologist for Van¬ 
couver Island at Nanaimo be¬ 
fore becoming co-ordinator of 
wildlife inventory in B.C. at 
Victoria. 

He wrote a book, The Un¬ 
known Island, and contributed 
many articles in scientific and 
outdoor magazines such as 
Western Fish and Wildlife, 
Northwest Sportsman. B.C. 
Outdoors, Wildlife Review. 
Beautiful British Columbia 
and Field and Stream. 

Smith, who graduated from 
the University of Victoria in 
IS61 and spent a year as prin¬ 
cipal of a two-room school in 
the Queen Charlotte Islands, 
worked as a reporter for the 
Victoria Times in the sum¬ 
mers of 1957 to 1962, except 
for 19G0, and also worked 
summers in 1965 and 1966 for 
the Colonist. 

The tragedy began about 9 
a.m. when Miss Beltgens, a 
receptionist -nurse for Dr.

In event of agency failures 

Act to protect tourists 


The* provincial government 
Friday took the first step to¬ 
ward providing protection for 
travellers caught in the trap 
of bankrupt travel companies. 

Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs Rale Mair said he 
hoped his Travel Agents Reg¬ 
istration Act, introduced in 
the Legislature Friday morn¬ 
ing, would receive speedy 
passage. 

When it becomes law, the 
legislation will require all 
travel agents in the province 
to be registered at n central 
registry. The bill also pro¬ 
vides for the establishment of 
a fund from which travellers 
would receive full refunds 
should the agency they were 
dealing with fall financially. 


The iund will be established 
as a joint operation between 
government and the travel in¬ 
dustry. 

At present travellers using 
advanced bookings for trips 
and vacations have virtually 
no protection when an agency 
goes into bankruptcy. 

"Under this legislation 
there will be complete protec¬ 
tion, not only for the travell¬ 
ing public, but for the travel 
industry, too," Majr said. 
"And I must say that I have 
been pushed hard for this leg¬ 
islation by travel agents be¬ 
cause on those rare but tragic 
occasions when an agency col¬ 
lapses the entire industry suf¬ 
fers." 

Administering the new reg¬ 


ulations will be a board of 
representatives lrom the trav¬ 
el industry, the general public 
and government. 

On making application to be 
registered, the person or per¬ 
sons involved will be required 
to provide proof of financ^l 
stability; proof of residence in 
B.C., and agree to establish a 
trust fund in which all money 
paid by travellers is deposit¬ 
ed. 

Money in the trust fund 
must remain in trust until 
used for the actual service 
paid for by the consumer. II 
will be illegal for the agent to 
use funds deposited as collat¬ 
eral for other purposes. 

Mair said no registration 
fee had yet been established 


but that it would be before the 
legislation comes into effect. 

The fees, along with other 
financing, will be used to es¬ 
tablish a "travel assurance 
fund” from wilich travellers 
will be reimbursed in the 
event of financial failure of 
their travel agent. 

The minister said no total 
had yet been arrived at for 
the assurance fund but "it 
will hopefully be large enough 
for compensation to be paid 
out of the interest.” 

Mair noted that the legisla¬ 
tion also provides the regis¬ 
trar of travel agents with au¬ 
thority to inspect the books of 
any travel agency suspected 
being on the verge of col- 
pse. 
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Old Crystal splasher powerful defender

VANCOUVER — Advocates 
of Save-the-Crystal-Garden re¬ 
ceived powerful support Fri¬ 
day from none other than 
Pierre Berton. 

Author Berton said in an 
interview that any politician 
who allows the Crystal Gar¬ 
den’s destruction ought to be 
thrown out of office. 

Berton gave two reasons: 
He used to swim in the Crys¬ 
tal and he believes the build¬ 


ing is worth preserving M a 
heritage structure. 

Informedof Benton’s re¬ 
marks, Recreation and Con¬ 
servation Minister Sam Bawlf 
said in a separate interview 
he was confident the Crystal 
would be restored. 

The minister said earlier 
that a private firm was inter¬ 
ested in restoration of the di¬ 
lapidated structure and that 
an offer would come before 
Victoria council before the end 
of February. 

Journalist, author and 
broadcaster Berton of Com¬ 


fortable Pew and Last Spike 
fame, lived in Victoria as a 
boy. 

“I love Victoria. I went to 
Oak Bay High and I used to 
swim in the Crystal Garden,” 
he said. 

Perhaps In the hope that his 
support would lend weight to 
efforts to save the Crystal, 
Berton was made honorary 
president of the Crystal Gar¬ 
den committee last fall. 

He said the Crystal was 
more than just a swimming 
pool and anyone who believed 
that the construction of a new 


pool was all it took tr> replace 
the old Cyrstal Garden was 
crazy. 

“It’s always been the focal 
point of the city and there is 
nothing like it anywhere in 
the world,” he said. 

Nobody could say that a 
city stood or fell with one 
building, but Victoria would 
certainly be less of a city if 
the Crystal Garden were tom 
down. 

Berton said the restoration 
of the Crystal was especially 
important because Victoria 


was leading in the West in 
heritage preservation. 

He called Victoria's heri¬ 
tage bylaw an outstanding ex¬ 
ample of government initua- 
tive in the growing concern 
for heritage preservation. 

‘‘Vancouver, for instance, is 
still far behind Victoria and 
Victoria. I think, stacks up 
very well compared with east¬ 
ern cities.” 

Victoria, he added, had suc¬ 
ceeded in warding off develop¬ 
ers’ attempt to turn Canadian 
cities into highrise jungles. 


It had finally sunk in every¬ 
where that developers 
shouldn’t have special rights. 

Victoria aldermen Robert 
Wright and John Hayes in¬ 
formed Berton that city coun¬ 
cil had passed a bylaw giving 
financial assistance to the 
owners of 70 designated heri¬ 
tage houses. 

According to the bylaw, the 
owners of those homes will be 
exempt from property taxes, 
provided they spend the 
money on exterior restoration 
and maintenance. 

Berton said the bylaw made 


*’a great deal of sense,” and 
was worth being looked at by 
other municipalities through¬ 
out Canada. 

He also commented on 
Wright's call for design con¬ 
trols. 

As for the old saying that 
“you can’t legislate taste," 
Berton said "you can legislate 
anything you want, as long as 
the people are behind'you.” 

Berton wis in Vancouver to 
address a heritage conference 
attended by more than 300 
delegates from B.C. and the 
Yukon.

Williams bid

Labor Minister Allan Wil¬ 
liams will meet Monday with 
representatives of the 1,200- 
member Workers’ Compensa¬ 
tion Board Employees Union 
in what may be a last-ditch 
effort to ward off a strike by 
the disgruntled union. 

Although "company” unions 
seldom threaten work stop¬ 
page, the independent 
WCBEU says it has been 
pushed to the brink by the 
"unrealistic’’ attitude of the 
board.

Skolnik told the conference 
that the Pioneer Square had 
been written off by die city of 
Seattle as beyond hope tor re¬ 
vitalization. 

In 1972, the area was de¬ 
clared an historic district. 
Skolnik said the district con¬ 
tained about 150 buildings, 
ranging in height from two to 
42 storeys. 

All of the buildings, he said, 
brought a very low tax return 
which made it impossible for 
the city to sink money in to 
its renovation. 

But the newly-established 
body charged with revitaliz¬ 
ing Pioneer Square went after 
local, state and federal fi¬ 
nancing. It had studies done 
by the Washington State Uni¬ 
versity because the city 
wouldn’t pay for research. 

In time, property owners 
got behind the scheme, but it 
took a lot of persuasion, Skol¬ 
nik said. 

Today, more than one-third 
of the buildings have been 
restored. Once again, they 
funnel tax money into city 
treasury. 

But Skolnik said it almost 
took a superhuman effort. 
City council had to be per¬ 
suaded to change ordinances 
(bylaws) that encouraged 
demolition of existing hous¬ 
ing stock. Property owners 
had to be convinced that there 
was money in restoring build¬ 
ings. 

Much like the city of Vic¬ 
toria, Seattle was virtually 
being "attacked” by develop¬ 
ers wanting to demolish build¬ 
ings to construct highrises, he 
said. 

"They waged a blitzkrieg on 
the city,” Skolnik said. Whole 
areas were in danger of being 
wiped out by demolition 
crews. 

But slowly the picture was 
turned around. Pioneer 
Square today is a sought-after 
district that assured mer¬ 
chants of a good turnover. 

Skolnik said massive heri¬ 
tage preservation was possi¬ 
ble only with the help of pri¬ 
vate enterprise, but govern¬ 
ment action was also needed. 

While he was in charge of 
the Pioneer Square project, a 
number of Incentives were de¬ 
signed to make restoration a 
profitable enterprise. 

Materials used in restora¬ 
tion projects were exempted 
from the five-percent state 
sales tax; a six-year property 
tax moratorium was proposed 
that would keep property tax¬ 
es at pre-restoration level. 

Both measures are expected 
.to be approved this year, but 
even without those incen¬ 
tives, the idea of restoring 
and preserving, rather than 
destroying and replacing, was 
getting a firm foothold in 
Seattle, Skolnik said.

Banks is playing 
games—minister

Branding charges that the 
government is ignoring its 
consultants’ advice on Vic¬ 
toria General Hospital as 
"nonsense.” Health Minister 
Robert McClelland said Fri¬ 
day the government is going 
further than its consultants 
have recommended. 

"We’re acting on the basis 
of reports made since 1369, 
including one as late as 1975, 
which^ecommended that the 
hospital be split and then con¬ 
solidated as soon as possible 
in a new facility." 

Those reports recommended 
that a new hospital of 469 
beds be constructed by 1906, 
and the government’s current 
intention is to build a 500-bed 
hospital, perhaps earlier than 
that date, McClelland said. 

McClelland said he had in¬ 
tended ignoring statements 
made by Dr. Peter Banks 
about the hospital situation, 
but Banks’ later statements 
about the still-confidential 
Agnew\ Peckham report de¬ 
manded a response. 

“The statements made by 
Dr. Banks are nonsense . . . 
he’s completely incorrect an 
his comments from the re¬ 
port,’' McClelland said. 

“The report was commis¬ 
sioned to examine ways in 
which the hospital could be 
split to allow phased develoj>- 
ment. We would like to put up 
a whole new hospital at once, 
but there is simply no way to 
do that now with the money 
we have." 

“The report does not say 
that the hospital should not be 
split,’’ McClelland said. "I 
think Dr. Banks is playing 
games.’’ 

Regional hospital planning 
director John Clark said Fri¬ 
day the full Agnew, Peckham 
report would probably be 
made public at the regional 
hospital planning commission 
meeting next Wednesday. 

"The report will come to 
the commission, and if they

do as usual, it wall be made 
public at that tiime.” 

Clark denied that the proj¬ 
ect building committee was 
frantically searching for ways 
to get around the report’s rec¬ 
ommendation. "There has 
been nothing unusual.

Hopes high Oakland jobs can be saved

Bankruptcy or not, there's 
no doubt in the minds of the 
principals involved in negotia¬ 
tions to save Victoria fish 
processor Oakland Industries 
Ltd., that the 300 direct and 
800 indirect jobs involved will 
somehow be saved. 

Even if the company should 
be liquidated, the business is 
likely to be purchased as a 
going concern, according to a 
senior official of the B.C. Dev¬ 
elopment Corp. 

Liquidation is at present 
still only an option, according 
to sources contacted Friday by 
the Colonist, although William 
Hilbom, general manager and 
owner of Oakland, said an of¬ 
ficial receiver is likely to be 
appointed "probably Wednes¬ 
day” of next week. 

-Since Jan. 19, the company 
has been in unofficial recei¬ 
vership. after the Bank of 
B.C called a loan. An offer of 
temporary credit from Mit¬ 
subishi Trading, a Japanese 
conglomerate which is Oak¬

land’s principal customer lor 
herring roe, couldn’t be ac¬ 
cepted by Bank of B.C. and 
the Federal Business Develop¬ 
ment Bank, the two major 
creditors, because even after 
the herring season there is no 
prospect of the company 
being able to meet its long¬ 
term debt commitments. 

Officers of Oakland, Bank 
of B.C., FBDB, the B.C. Dev¬ 
elopment Corp. and the pro¬ 
vincial economic development 
ministry were reluctant to 
discuss what is involved in 
the negotiations aimed at 
keeping Oakland in business. 

Roger Burgon, the Van- 
couver-ba sed receiver- 
manager of Oakland, said Fri¬ 
day night he wasn’t prepared 
to comment on negotiations 
and added "we don’t know 
where we are at.” 

George Kiricwood, Victoria 
manager of FBDB, w’ould 
only say no steps had been 
taken yet to appoint an of¬ 


ficial receiver, and said an 
answer might be forthcoming 
from the Bank of B.C. 

A senior official of the Bank 
of B.C. referred the caller to 
Burgon, who made the "we 
don’t know where we’re at” 
statement. . 

However, Hilbom, the 
majop shareholder in Oak¬ 
land, was more forthright. He 
said “negotiations are 
progressing quite favorably" 
and said he’d be calling a 
press conference Monday to 
discuss the company’s future. 

Hilbom said he didn’t want 
to answer any more ques¬ 
tions, but pressed on the mat¬ 
ter of the court receiyer, said 
he. hoped an appointment 
would be made by Wednesday 
and added it would be the 
“best thing” for his company. 

Only a court receiver could 
make the kind of "basic deci¬ 
sions” needed to resolve the 
problem, he said, but he de¬ 


clined to elaobrate on what 
kind of decisions he was talk¬ 
ing about. 

However, some light can be 
shed on the matter, thanks to 
an economic development 
ministry official. 

This source, who was in¬ 
structed by minister Donald 
Phillips to be frank with the 
press about Oakland’s prob¬ 
lems in a background discus¬ 
sion, said the company’s total 
indebtedness was in the order 
of $3.5 million. 

He suggested Oakland's 
problems stemmed from the 
fact it used operating capital 
to pay off creditors for a 
major expansion of the plant 
at 630 Montreal Street in Vic¬ 
toria because of cost overruns. 

The source said the com¬ 
pany wouldn't be in trouble If 
it hadn’t expanded but was 
now in a situation where an¬ 
nual debt serving was so 
great it exceeded the com¬ 


pany’s ability to meet its 
commitments. 

"Someone, probably the 
Bank of B.C. and the Federal 
Business Development Bank, 
is going to have to take a 
loss,” he said. 

Because the Bank of B.C. is 
better secured, the losers will 
probably be FBDB and Mit¬ 
subishi, which also has loaned 
Oakland money, according to 
the official. 

How long it takes to resolve 

the matter and get the com¬ 
pany back on a sound finan¬ 
cial footing is unknown, but 
there is a distinct possibility 
that Oakland may miss this 
year’s herring-roe season, a 
major source of its income. 

But a number of business¬ 
men are interested in pur¬ 
chasing the company and 
keeping it as a going concern, 
so it’s unlikely to close perma¬ 
nently. 

The source said Hilbom and 
a group of backers could be 
among the prime candidates 
to buy the company. 


The provincial land com¬ 
mission, in recommending ex¬ 
clusion, said “although the 
agricultural capability of the 
soil cannot be disputed, it 
should be noted that the area 
is already subdivided into 
many small parcels.

Reading News 'Not Easy'

NEW YORK - It seemed 
reasonable, as I met with Har¬ 
ry Reasoner in his office at 
ABC not long ago, to ask 
what’s so hard about reading 
the news? 

Harry grinned at such imper¬ 
tinence. He is an amiable sort, 
a likeable and forthright 
Midwesterner with a sly humor 
and an air of authority which 
he wears lightly and well. 
Before Joining ABC News in 
1970, he worked for CBS as a 
newscaster, correspondent and 
commentator — and periodic 
substitute for anchorman 
Walter Cronkite — for 14 years. 

And long before that, after 
leaving his native Dakota City, 
Iowa, to study at Stanford and 
then at the University of Min¬ 
nesota, he was a drama critic 
on the old Minneapolis Times. 
This year, of course, he has 
been teamed on ABC’s nightly 
news with Barbara Walters. 

’’The thing that’s so hard 
about reading the news is not 


Interfering with It,” Harry 
said, the words coming out in 
those familiar robust tones. 
"You can’t read the news too 
well. By that I mean the news 
shouldn’t be read with too 
much drama, like an actor say¬ 
ing lines. But the lines can’t be 
thrown away, either. There’s 
this middle-ground detachment 
that you have to get. 

"You can’t be bland but you 
have got to be objective and 
that’s not easy to do. You have 
to keep your own emotions out 
of a newscast. A good reporter 
of the news Is like a good 
policeman. A policeman sees 
somebody tearing down a flag 
and even If his first Impulse is 
to slug him, he’s got to keep 
himself In control and say 
something like, ‘I believe that’s 
a violation you're committing 
here.’ It’s not easy but It’s 
necessary." 

This notion led Reasoner to 
the subject of "reporter In¬ 
volvement,” s phrase that has 
entered the-jargon of the news¬ 


casting business. Reasoner 
objects to the phrase and to the 
practice as well. 

“I'm absolutely against 
•reporter Involvement,' ” he 
said, snapping off the two 
words with disdain. “I'm 
against activists doing the 
news. If management gives a 
newscaster the privilege to ex¬ 
hort, it might turn into a right 
to distort. A Newscaster can't 
be a crusader.” 

I asked Reasoner: "How 
much emotion can an 
anchorman be allowed to dis¬ 
play?” 

"Well, In all of his years on 
the air, Walter Cronkite, to my 
knowledge, has shed a tear only 
once,” Reasoner said. “That’s 
when the word came from Dal¬ 
las that John F. Kennedy had 
died. Walter yielded to his 
emotions for Just a second or 
two and then he said, ‘This is a 
flash,’ and so on. 

“I was proud of being able to 
fill In for Walter when I was at 
CBS. Walter's the dean of the 
business, the man who rein¬ 
forces the principles and the 
tradition set down by Edward 
R. Murrow. But I never wanted 
to emulate Walter In style. 
Walter regards the broad¬ 
casting of news as a more 
serious matter than I do. I tend 
to be more casual and ir-

reverent I don't like comedy in 
the news but a touch of humor 
can help — and I don't mean 
"the chuckle of the day.' ” 

I asked, "What exactly Is an 
anchorman?" 

Reasoner nodded slowly. 
“An anchorman, I’ve always 
felt, Is like the format and the 
type-face of nwespaper — It's 
familiar, comfortable, credi¬ 
ble. The anchor should be—and 
at all three networks this is 
true — more than just a center- 
piece. The anchor Is a major 
participant, a co-producer. The 
anchorman's stamp must be on 
the broadcast, in how it’s writ¬ 
ten and presented. 

"When 1 think back," Harry 
said, "I wonder how I ever 
became an anchorman. When I 
first came to New York, I was 
banned from s local newscast 
because the producer said I 
didn't open my mouth when I 
talk. I still don't. I never did 
study speech. After I was hired 
on my first TV Job, In Min¬ 
neapolis, I went to a speech 
professor at the University of 
Minnesota. He told me just to 
talk the way I always talk. He 
said speech lessons could make 
you sound artificial. 

"That's another rule about 
anchormen,” Harry said. 
“They had better not be ar¬ 
tificial.”

Laverne and Shirley" was 
airborne, mid-jeason, over¬ 
night. 

Penny Marshall remember* 
the day: "The audience was 
hall asleep and me and thta 
other girl came on, with 14 
pages to do, they didn't know 
who the heck we were, and It 
got laughs. And the audience 
that had sat there three hours, 
and all of a sudden. "Well, 
these two girls,' and 1 said, 
Walt, It’s got something." 

"We were terrified. I mean 
we were terrified either direc¬ 
tion It might take," recalls 
(.'Indy Williams, who became 
Shirley Keeney to Miss 
Marshall’s Laverne DeFazio. 
"We were certain we were go¬ 
ing to go Into the toilet." 

The sudden success of the 
ABC-TV series, born of another 


ABC hit, "Happy Days," has 
the stars still mystified. "We 
gave It 13 weeks," says Miss 
Marshall. 

"The phenomena of that kind 
of popularity where you're

Shy Alec Wilder 


Alec Wilder, composer for 
artists such as Frank Sinatra, 
Sarah Vaughan and Tony Ben¬ 
nett, Is a shy man. 

The promise that he could 
talk about anything he wanted 
was not enough to get him Into 
the television studios. The 
promise that two of his best 
friends, jazx pianist Marian 
McPartland and jazz observer 
Tom Hampson, would be there, 
was.

When the conversation turns

Songs played on the program 
include “The Clothed Woman 
by Duke Ellington. Wilder's 
"Homework,” “Girl Talk" by 
Nell Heftt, "Happiness Is a 
Thing Called Joe" by Harold 
Arlen, “I’m Just Wild About 
Harry" by Eubie Blake, and 
McPartland’s "Ambiance."

It is now the era of the fifth 
generation, and in The New In¬ 
dians. a National Geographic 
Special airing Tuesday. Feb IS 
at 8 p m. and Sunday. Feb. 20 at 
8 30 p m. on Channel 9. an at¬ 
torney. a rock musician, a 
tribal chief, and a young educa¬ 
tion counsellor revive their an¬ 
cient heritage and look forward 
to an exciting future The

Kwakiut! chief James Sewid 
is one of "the New Indians.” 
Living along the coastal waters 
off British Columbia, the 
Kwakiutl tribe developed rich 
ceremonial art. Carved masks 
and elaborate costumes 
highlighted their potlatch 
ceremony — where a chief in¬ 
vited family clan members 
from neighboring villages and 
lavished impressive gifts on 
the guests according to their 
social status. The potlatch was 
a means of establishing 
prestige 

Fearful of Its ‘excesses." 
the Canadian government out¬ 
lawed the potlatch in 1876; for 
the next 75 years — until 1951 
when the ban was lifted — 
potlatches were held secretly. 
Sewid, 63, remembers the ar¬ 
rests of many great chiefs ac¬ 
cused of holding potlatches. 
and the sight of his people burn¬ 
ing their totem poles in fear of 
the law. 

Since the Kwakiutl s cultural 
revival began in the 1960 s, 
Sewid has used his rich 
memory to help revive many 
old customs. His dedicated 
work with the Canadian 
government also has improved 
the lives of his people. 

In the community house he 
built for the Kwakiutl to train 
new artists and hold 
potlatches. the National 
Geographic crew joins a 
modern-day potlatch for which 
young chief Amos Dawson 
spent 115.000 of his savings, and 
a year in preparation. Sewid 
acts as head singer.

Navajo woman lawyer, is 
another of "the New Indians." 
The documentary joins her at a 
Bureau of Reclamation bear¬ 
ing. where she and other con¬ 
cerned Navajo* present their 
reactions to an environmental 
impact study of a power plant 
built on their reservation. 

Although the mined coal 
would bring much-needed 
royalties, many Navajos are 
worried about the Increased 
strains on their land and water. 
As Claudeen explains: "It is 
not that we don't want develop¬ 
ment What we want Is the 
ability and the means to decide 
for ourselves what Is right for 
us." 

For some Navajos like 
sheepherder Emma Yazzie. 
Claudeen Arthur has come too 
late. On Emma’s land stands a 
power plant which can 
generate electricity for two 
million homes. But Emma, like 
most reservation Navajos, has 
neither running water nor 
electricity in her home. In 20 
years, she has received a total 
payment of $327 79 for the use 
of her land 

Stephen Tiger is an artist, a 
rock musician and a Mic- 
cosukee Indian. After 10 years 
away from his tribe, he is 
returning home to the 
Everglades. 

In the early 18*0's, tbs Mic- 
cosukees settled in th* 
Everglades, to avoid being 
relocated west of the Mississip¬ 
pi River. A century later, land 
development and unregulated 
hunting forced the tribe out of 
isolation. This time they are 
determined to succeed in the 
non-Indian world while retain¬ 
ing their heritage. 

The Miccosukees have com¬ 
plete control of their own af¬ 
fairs. Free from the control of 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs, 
they haws developed a first- 
rate system of schools, health 
and administrative services. 


Ijhe sun brilliantly reflected 
off the blue Mediterranean as, 
high above the white-capped 
waves, a flourish of trumpets 
signaled the beginning of a 
five-day feast for circus lovers 
in the jewel-like principality of 
Monaco.

In fact, when 
these circus people gather 
here, a lot of mutual problems 
are discussed The mors 
humane treatment of circus 
animals was an important 
topic this year." 

As the Cannes Film Festival 
in France is important to th* 
film world, so th* "Mont* 
Carlo Circus Festival" gives 
International circus people a 
chance to observe other acts, 
to exchange Information, and 
look at what's available in th* 
market place

JACK LORD 


HONOLULU. Hawaii - Ask 
Bill Kurch what Jack Lord’s 
really like, and he answers 
promptly. 

Kurch Is Lord's driver and 
helper and friend and he’s 
always being asked, ‘‘Be 
honest. What's your boss really 
like?” to which Bill says un¬ 
hesitatingly, “At stork, he’s 
McGarrett.” 

By that, Kurch means that on 
the job Jack is a no-nonsense 
fellow who has a sharp eye and 
even sharper memory for 
detail, who's all business and 
who never spares himself. 

For example, Jack spent one 
of his rare days away from the 
set recently studying and 
editing hundreds of feet of film 
from an "Hawaii Flve-O” 
episode shot in Hong Kong, 
picking out frames suitable for 
release as still art. 

That's the kind of meticulous 
work McGarrett does in pur¬ 
suit of clues and malefactors. 

And, while the show was 
shooting in Hong Kong, ho, not 
a stunt man, spent an entire 
day in the water of the harbor 
as the script required; though 
he admitted later that he didn’t 
like it a bit because of all the 
pollution. 

So at work Jack shows the 
kind of nerve McGarrett has, a 
willingness to take a chance in 
order to get the job done right. 

Away from work, though, 
Lord Is more like Stoney 
Burke, a cowboy he played In 
another series and a man he 
confesses he Ukes better than 
McGarrett. 

If, through good or bad for¬ 
tune, he had to play the same 
character on television for 20 
years, Jack opts for Stoney. He 
doesn’t compare himself With 
the TV cowboy — despite 
characteristics in common — 
but he says: 

"Stoney Burke had many 
qualities I admire. 

“First of all, he was a man of 
peace. We made him a Quaker, 
although almost nobody knew 
that, so that he would not 
retaliate when attacked. When 
he ’was struck, he would not 
strike back. 

“And the network couldn’t 


fellow 


understand It. The network 
people would ask, 'What’s the 
matter with him? Is he a 
coward?' 

“And we’d say, ‘No. He’s a 
man of fierce moral courage 
who lives according to his 
religious convictions.’ ’’ 

Jack's kinship with Stoney 
Burke surfaced when he cam¬ 
paigned successfully to build a 
new school in Honolulu for han¬ 
dicapped children. 

Asked to explain his Interest, 
he tells: 

“Next to our studio la a 
special school — they refer to It 
as a special school, and I think 
that’s a good idea — and it was 
a termite ridden, understaffed 
place which badly needed Im¬ 
provements. 

“Anyway, one of our disc 
jockeys here named Aku called 
me one day and said, ‘Jack, I 
want to Interest you In 
something. That school next to 
you Is In terrible shape, and 
there are no appropriations to 
Improve it. What can you do?’ 

“So I said, ‘Well, let’s get 
together and talk about it.’ 

“The result of this conversa¬ 
tion was that we met with all 
the unions here and asked the 
carpenters, the mqsons, the 
truckers If they would con¬ 
tribute their time to bylid a 
new school, and they agreed. 

“Then we asked for and got 
donations from the companies 
which supply building 
materials. 

“Altogether, ws figure we 
got about $100,000 worth of free 
labor and building materials, 
and, thanks to these contribu¬ 
tions, a new school was built. 

“Aku was the leader in the 
project who got me Interested 
in It. 

“Since the children at the 
school are our neighbor*, I 
thought helping them was tbs 
neighborly thing to do.” 

Despite the grantte-visaged 
image McGarrett projects. 
Jack’s a soft touch when real 
need exists 

“I believe In putUr* back 
what we’ve gotten here,” he 
says, “and we've gotten and 
enormous amount of love and 
succor and joy from this com¬ 
munity.”

Telephoto Lenses 


By JERRY WINDLE 

The telephoto lens Is one of 
the most useful items you can 
have In your gadget bag. 

Unfortunately, its pos¬ 
sibilities are often overlooked 
by the photographer who only 
recognizes the purpose of this 
lens as a sort of "telescope" to 
bring objects closer to the 
camera 

But for the creative 
photographer, the shortening 
or flattening of perspective — 
"compressing” — Is a valuable 
creative tool when used proper¬ 
ly 

With this capability, tbe lens 
compresses size relationships. 
Thus we are able to get effects 
such as an enormous sun with 
tiny figures silhouetted before 
It. buildings squashed together 
giving them a compacted feel¬ 
ing. telephone poles jammed 
upon each other to look more 
like a picket fence than poles 

With this effect, distant ob¬ 
jects. although relatively large 
on the film, still appear un¬ 
reachable and the total pictura 
assumes an unreal at¬ 
mosphere. 

For the photographer to get 
the most out of the telephoto, 
he should be aware of the 
limitations of the lenses end 
their capabilities which will 
produce more predictable 
results. 

The ultralong lenses such as 
the 400 mm, 600 mm and 1,000 
mm seem to isolate the viewer 
from the subject of the 


photograph He views the pic¬ 
ture as from the outside look¬ 
ing in. He knows that it is im¬ 
possible to be that close to the 
action Most of these lenses are 
used in sports photography. 

Some outstanding scenics 
can be created with these 
lenses when trying to compress 
streets and buildings or ob¬ 
jects, but to be effective re¬ 
quires a greet deal of planning 
This is best left to the advanced 
amateur or professional. 

For tbe average 
photographer, there Is little 
need for such long lenses unless 
he specializes in sports 
photography such as car, 
motorcycle or boat 
racing. The shorter lenses — 
from 86 mm to 135 mm — are 
especially useful In portrait 
photography since they enable 
the photographer to remain at 
a distance from his subject 
while obtaining a large image 
size 

These moderate length 
lenses tend to flatter the face 
since they reduce long noses or 
other facial features which 
would be exaggerated by nor¬ 
mal or wide-angle lenses. 
These lenses ar* especially 
useful In fashion photography 
where they tend to slim and 
enhance lines and forms, 
creating more pleasing pic¬ 
tures. 

Tbe 100 mm lens allows the 
photographer to remain a 
greater distance away from his 
subject and stID be does to the 
action. 


Newspaper photographers 
are avid users of this particula r 
focal length since It allows 
them to get good "candid” pic¬ 
tures of their subjects. 

Using the longer lenses also 
Introduces a shallow depth of 
field which adds to the final 
print by making backgrounds 
out of focus. This helps 
emphasize the subject. 

Remember the basic rules to 
follow when using these lenses 

Foremost, we should 
remember that not only do 
these lenses magnify our sub¬ 
ject, but they also magnify any 
camera movement. To get 
sharp pictures, camera move¬ 
ment has to be eliminated or 
reduced enough so It woo't af¬ 
fect the picture. 

A tripod always helps, but Is 
not essential, at least not with 
the medium-moderate length 
lenses. They are, however, 
almost a necessity with the 
ultra-long lenses which sr* 
usually heavy and bulky. 

A good rule to follow is to use 
a shutter speed that is equal, or 
close to. the focal length of the 
lens. This is a good insurance 
for getting steady telephoto 
pictures. Using this guideline 
then, using a 135 mm lens we 
should use a shutter speed of 1- 
125th of a second, a 200 mm 
lens would require a speed of 1- 
250th of s second. Naturally, 
there will be those times when 
we have to shoot at slower 
speeds, but at least we know 
when we reach tbs point where 
w* bav* to take mors car*.

DAVID BOWIE 
... a lot at ’limpidity’ 


DAVID BOWIEi "Low" (RCA CPL1-2636). AA 

Bowie’s fusion of a basic rock style with some gimmicks 
learned from the Roxy Music school of progressive rock has 
been hailed as a breakthrough for the rock avant garde, not 
least because his chief collaborator here Is Brian Eno, the 
darling of the rock avant garde. The best track Is the opening 
"Speed of Life," which is an instrumental transformation of 
the simplistic “Rebel Rebel” riff. But there are few real 
songs, and a good deal of Side Two Is as limpid as the worst 
movie soundtrack. The first side rocks harder, but the drum¬ 
ming sounds like alley cats on oil drums. And as always with 
such a prince of poses as Bowie, one must wonder whether the 
motivation here is to bring the rock avant garde to a wider 
audience or simply to pick up another royalty advance from 
the record company. 

"BLONDIE” (Private Stock PS 2623). AAA 

Here, lead singer Deborah Harry does for Patti Smith 
what Alice Cooper did to such Detroit cult favorites as the 
MC-6 and Iggy Stooge: reduces the sound to Its least common 
denominator, levels off meaning at the concept of fon. The 
instrumentation is as elementary as It comes — the principal 
device Is an electric organ, used as one would a telegraph 
key — and Harry's singing is charming, innocent and expres¬ 
sive of a potential for complete lack of Intelligence. The 
lyrics reflect the Influence of the vacuous Phil Spector-era 
girls group, appropriate since Spector writer Ellie 
Greenwich is a prominent backing singer. 

DAVE VAN RONK: "Sunday Street’’ (Philo 1636). AAAA 

A fine album of white blues, although here the Idiom is 
rather loosely defined: Selections include everything from 
an 18M Scott Joplin piece, the famous "Maple Leaf Rag," to 
Jonl Mitchell’s “lliat Song About the Midway." Van Rook 
has been a prominently influential figure on the acoustic 
white blues scene for years — the most apt parallel is with 
Michael Bloomfield. If you like Leon Redbone, you may love 
this — It has all the warmth the more famous Redbone lacks. 
STEVE HILLAGE: "L” (Virginia/Atlantic SD 16266). ★ 

The present-day hippie refuses to die. Hillage gained 
some European notoriety with his reworking of the Donovan 
flower-power era anthem, “Hurdy Gurdy Man,” Into an ex¬ 
cursion-for guitar and synthesizer. Like the rest of this 
album, Milage's "Hurdy” Is aimless, wandering and nerve- 
wracking — more like sound effects than sound. Still, this 
album has more power, not to mention raw verve, than 
anything on Bowie’s more acclaimed act. 

JERRY BUTLER: "Suite for the Slagle Girl" (Motown M6- 
67681). A* 

Butler was once, while being produced by Gamble and 
Huff, the very model of the urban soul singer: slickly 
emotive, truly powerful, with a tremendous set of songs — 
“Only the Strong Survive” was the most noteworthy. But 
since he has begun to produce himself, the focus has drifted. 
“Music in Her Dreams/Dream Music,” the seven and one- 
half minute extrapolation that opens Side Two of this album. 
Is so utterly outrageous It Is finally characteristic: Butler 
warbles In between long, moody passages of instrumentation 
which are not yet bouncy enough to provide disco changes. 
Some of Side One is better, but not much of It.

Their la tat work Is a Joint effort. Blaise has written the 
first half, Mukherjee the second, and two short epilogues 
supply a neatly balanced ending. Titled Days and Nights in 
Calcutta, the book describes a sabbatical year in India where 
Bharati (now a Canadian dtiien) was born. 

The year was 197S-74. Mrs. Gandhi s Infamous cen¬ 
sorship laws had not yet been Imposed. And although three 
rifle-toting soldiers were assigned to guard each traffic 
policeman at the major intersections of Calcutta’s teeming 
streets, their presence seemed no more than a sensible 
precaution. "One could not term West Bengal of 1973 and 
1074 a police state,” remarks Blaise. 

Still, It is difficult not to come away from this book with 
the conviction that conditions, in Calcutta were appalling. 
As if the hopelessness and squalor of the poor were not 
enough, there is also the insistent presence of fear, which 
hangs about and infects the middle classes like a chronic, 
heavy cold. 

Yet Mukherjee can describe Calcutta as "a tolerant, 
open, friendly city” and prove it; and Blaise can find 
"orderliness within the jumble’’ In many more placa than 
the Indian bazaar he is describing. 

The value of this book, then, lia In the humanizing vision 
of its authors As serious fiction writers dedicated to their 
art, they are esenbally apolitical. What they do give us is 
the benefit of two sensitive nrinds perceiving what is perhaps 
the strangest assortment of*ltimull the human race has 
managed to come up with In around 4.000 years of trying. 

The Blaises settled first in Chembur, near Bombay, 
where Bharati's father is Director of Research at a chemical 
factory. "IntheworrisofthemayorofBombay.”saysClark. 
"Chembur today is a gas chamber.” His efforts to establish a 
workspace by an open window resulted in "itchy eyes,” hay 
fever for the children, and defeat. “Clark does not yet un¬ 
derstand an Indian's relationship to nature; he still suffers 


stays sane in the face of nameless fears by controlling her 
household environment with a multitude of locks, keys, fans 
and shades. In Bharati’s father, excessive protectiveness 
took the form of attempts to restrict the young people’s 
movements. At length rebellious Clark determined to reach 
the pat office (three hot miles away) on foot. (I wanted) "to 
do something for myself, against my family's wishes,” he 
writes. "Nothing in India is bigger than that.” 

Later when they have escaped to Calcutta, we learn 
more about that most Indian of Institutions, the “Joint 
family.” "No amount of dedicated cramming can quite 
prepare a Westerner for sorting out an Indian family,” says 
Clark. “As a child I had thought privacy was possible only if 
one could scent out and stake claims on secretive spots 
behind heavy furniture or dusty curtains," says Bharati. 

We also meet Satyajit Ray, attend a film premiere and a 
lecture on Tagore, learn bow Calcutta's wealthy wives spend 
their afternoons (would you believe packaging medidneiffor 
Mother Teresa’s lepers?) and attend a three-day Wedding. 
Near the end of the book Ms. Mukherjee describes a trip to 
the racetrack which pretty well sums up Calcutta as they 
found it. A riot starts, the police take charge, the last race is 
cancelled, and the Blaises’ party take advantage of their free 
time to amble off for tea. 

Die trip to India, incidentally, was Clark’s idea. An acci¬ 
dent and fire in Montreal supplied both funds and the urge to 
get away, and he felt an idealistic desire to appreciate what 
he terms the “texture” of Bharati's past. "I must have 
thought our marriage would deepen, grow even stronger,” he 
confesses. He was in for more than one surprise. 

Bharati herself found the trip marked a turning point. She 
returned to Montreal feeling like "an immigrant.” where 
before she had felt “an exile.” Yet her dilemma has only 
altered, not vanished. She reveals it in a wistful description 
of a Calcutta friend, whose life spent in the “fine art of 
homemaking" could have been bo-own; "To me sbe is an un¬ 
usually lucky artist whose medium and talent are not in con¬ 
flict with her life.”

Another View of the Human Predicament 


While in college, I remember 
wondering, on hearing a profes¬ 
sor describe a familiar 
phenomenon in the special ter 
minology of his discipline, 
whether he had added anythng 
to my feeling and under¬ 
standing of this material. Like 
good poetry, new words can 
freshen and deepen our sense 
of an experience—or like bad 
poetry, they can obscure it 

I believe that people got tired 
of Freud's terminology before 
they did of Ids idea. In feet 
many of those who rejected 
Freud never got as far as un¬ 
derstanding bis idea. In any 
case, there came a time when 
his language would no longer suf¬ 
fice for a large part of the 
reading public, and this set off a 
revolution in psychological 
writing. 

I say a revolution in psy¬ 
chological writing because la 
many cases the syitem wa es¬ 
sentially the same and the 
language was merely window 
dressing.

You may have noticed that during the past 
year English publishers have been putting out 
more books than usual dealing with aspects of 
the Victorian Age and, like me, you may have 
thought it was due to the current wave of 
nostalgia that is sweeping a kingdom no 
longer united, a Britain no longer great. 

Nostalgia certainly played a part initially, 
but the trickle of such books is now turning 
into a flood and one must look for other 
reasons. I can think of two. 

First, the Age holds an attraction for 
writers in general, and historians in par¬ 
ticular, because, allowing fora slight overlap 
at either end, it can, like the Tudor period, be 
accurately dated and, again like the Tudor 
period, it forms a distinct break with the pat¬ 
terns of tha preceding and subsequent 
periods. 

Secondly, Britain's Public Records Office 
recently lifted its embargo on the release of 
long-buried secret documents and these, 
together with still-untapped manuscripts 
from royal and private archives and the mine 
of Information contained in preserved news¬ 
papers and periodicals of the period, con- 
sititute a veritable treasure trove of valuable 
research material. 

So far, researchers have barely scratched 
the surface, but already the general reader is 
discovering what social historians have 
always known, that the Victorian Age In truth 
in no way resembled the impression created 
by lesser, but widely read, novelists of the 
period, and carefully fostered by the 
Establishment. 

The popular view of the Victorian Age, 
even today, amazingly, is that of a bucolic 
paradise where piety and orderliness reigned 
and happy, carefree craftsmen, artisans, 
domestic servants and agricultural laborers 
were content to remain In the station of life 
God had ordained, ruled wisely by benign 
aristocrats and the landed gentry. 

And Up There, above the fray, sat God's 
supreme gift to England, Queeen Victoria 
herself, schooled by Albert and buttressed by 
the peace and dominance secured by Nelson 
and Wellington and, later, by the love of mil¬ 
lions of devoted subjects in the far-flung em-

plre obtained for her by Disraeli. Set tha 
whole thing to music by Elgar, with lyrics by 
Tennyson, and you have the best of all possi¬ 
ble worlds. 

You also hava a totally false picture and, 
hopefully, the mass of research now belag 
carried out will dispel the illusions, along 
with the cant and hypocrisy, and aet the 
record straight. 

"All tha historical books which contain no 
lies are extremely tedious”, said the cynical 
Anatole France. I don't think you will find 
this so as the true story of the Victorian Age 
becomes better known, because there is am¬ 
ple factual romance and high drama to 
engage the interest while we absorb the 
social lessons which are of profound 
significance today. 

Although the welter of "Victorian" books I 
expect to read during the next few years — I 
already have nine piled up on my desk—will 
deal mainly with the Victorian Age proper 
(1837-1901) I think it advisable, in order to 
gain perspective, to view the period encom¬ 
passing the three previous reigns as well as 
the succeeding reign. 

The reign of George III (1738-1820) is Im¬ 
portant not only for the loss of the American 
colonies and the prolonged war with France but 
because it saw the beginning of England’s 
agrarian and Industrial revolutions, events 


destined to disturb the surface placidity of Vic¬ 
toria's relfpi by altering the structure of a 
society that had virtually remained unchanged 
since the Middle Ages. 

George IV (Prince Regent from 1812-20 and 
king from 1820-10) Is distinguished solely for 
his immoral behavior, which the leading 
members of society eagerly copied, and often 
excelled, throughout Victoria’s reign. The 
reign of Hie genial and pleasure-loving Wil¬ 
liam IV (1830-37) was notable only for the 
passage. In 1832, of the first great parliamen¬ 
tary Reform Bill. 

The flavor of the Victorian Age survived 
the death of the old queen. Despite the 
mounting tensions In Europe, the many¬ 
layered strata of English society confirmed to 
function as before throughout the reign of 
Edward VII (1901-10) and Indeed until 1914, 
and to a lesser degree until 1919. 

So to gain a clear understanding of what we 
know at the Victorian Age — and we are go¬ 
ing to require this understanding to fully ap¬ 
preciate the books on the subject now pouring 
off the presses — I would counsel a study of 
English history covering a period of 189 
years, from 1730 to 1919. 

I am not suggesting for one moment that 
you devote Intensive study to the subject, only 
that you read enough to familiarize yourself 
with significant events of the period, such as 


the French Revolution, the Napolenlc Wars, 
the Reform Bills, the Enclosures Act, the 
Chartist revolt, the Peterloo Massacre and, 
of course, the horrors of the Industrial 
Revolution. 

You’ll find some of what you need by skim¬ 
ming through available history books. H you 
do not wish to get too involved in heavy 
academic stuff you might try the popular, 
though rather superficial, books by Arthur 
Bryant for a start. If you want to plunge in 
more deeply there is no shortage of material, 
from parliamentary reports and papers by 
Malthus, Free mantle and others, to the 
writings of Carlyle and the important and 
shattering publication of Frederich Engels. 
The Condition of the Working Class in 
England. 

And while you are at it you might 
profitably re-read Oliver Twist, by Charles 
Dickens — who, remember, was merely 
dramatizing what he had seen as a news¬ 
paperman. 

For light relief I recommend The Famous 
Miss Bumev (Fltzbenry & Whiteside; 15.95 
paperback). These edited diaries and letters 
of Famy Burney offer a charming glimpse 
into another world, that of a talented woman 
who wrote novels, was a firm friend of Dr. 
Johnson, a lady-in-waiting at George IH'a 
court, and who late in life married a refugee 
French royalist general and had hair-raising 
experiences in Paris during the Revolution 

It may appear odd that I have devoted all 
this space to trying to convince Canadian 
readers to study English history when most of 
us are so abyssmally ignorant of our own 
history. The reason for doing so is simply that 
I am convinced that the material now becom¬ 
ing available on the Victorian Age will be suf¬ 
ficiently important, pertinent, and absorbing 
that the exercise will be well worthwhile 

I might add that by writing this piece I 
have made a rod for my own back as the 
daunting pile of books on my desk still sit 
there — unreviewed. 

Next week I hope to make a start on the 
pile by reviewing Philip Ziegler's new 
biography of Lord Melbourne, Queen Vic¬ 
toria's first prime minister.

Two Old Pros Serve Up Changes of Pace 


New books by mature poets 
are welcome events for 
reviewers. If they’re bad, we 
can point to decay in the 
literary establishment. If good, 
they're a vindication of 
previdus judgments and predic¬ 
tions 

Both A1 Purdy and Robin 
Skelton have come up with sur¬ 
prises in their new books; 
Purdy's Sundance at Dusk en¬ 
compassing a new intellectual 
solidity, and Robin Skelton's 
Callsigns being a risky depar¬ 
ture from his more conven¬ 
tional collections. 

Purdy is the folk-godfather of 
Canadian poetry. His collo¬ 
quial, narrative style and 
mastery of the one-liner have 
given him a popularity more 
normally reserved posthumously 
for poets. At his worst, in his 
earlier work, he is a buffoon; 
at his best, a Wild-Man-of the 
Woods with tongue in cheek. In 
Sundance, he is Wild-Man plus 
Wise-Man. Purdy uses anec¬ 
dote to capture our attention, 
then mixes the mundane and 
the sublime, the real, surreal, 
and mystical into a potion aa 
all-Canadian as beer and 
tomato juice and heady aa 
ambrosia. "Over the prairie- 
dog towns/blood-aoaked holes 
in the world/buffalo thunder/to 
their cave in the earth/thelr 
wallow in the sky/—can you 


hear them Mr. Mayor/and you 
young lovers/also Blackfoot 
Cheyenne Arapaho and 
Cree/and even some white 
men/can you hear them down 
there/at the roots of the 
world/in the guts of yourself/ a 
god in the ground?/ no." He is 
irreverent, seems to believe in 
the gods poets invoke, but, 
Daniel-like, will not bend his 
knee to them. He is a romantic 
cynic (unlike Irving Layton 
who is the reverse). The mix¬ 
ture of profundity and nose- 
thumbing in Sundance make 
for some of the best work 
Purdy has yet done. There is no 
self-parody (which did mar 
some earlier work) and he has 
broken the clown mold with 
poems of sensitivity, delicacy 
and power. 

Callsigns is not an easy book 
to read or review. It is a long 
poem set in the framework of a 
telegrapher sending and 
receiving messages. Using this 
frame, Skelton explores the 
coding, decoding and transla¬ 
tion of "messages" arriving 
via the senses and the third 
eye, which make up the poet’s 
vocation. It Is a discomforting 
and intriguing book, operating 
on the presumption of a prlest/- 
poet role: .. I duck/below 
that mask and show my face/a 
middle-aged professor's trap¬ 
ped/between the blackboard

and the chalk/the space 
between the night and 
light./and yet those dragged- 
down lids, those eyes/I stare 
with are the eyes that 
stare/so much more far than I 
accept/as reason l can't call 
them mine." 

The poem is in three sec¬ 
tions. The first, where the 
cypher/decipherer mode Is In¬ 
troduced, Is the most difficult 
to enter. The poet demands 
that we accept his voices at 
face value — much like 
Coleridge's "willing suspen¬ 
sion of disbelief" — and if the 
reader rebels at this, much of 
the poem's effect and force is 
lost. 

The second section is more 
easily penetrated. It is less 
abstract and idiosyncratic and 
may be a better place for the 
reader to begin. Here the im¬ 
agery is of sea and earth, and Is 
highly concrete and comfor¬ 
tably human. The poetry is sen¬ 
sual. invoking ancient powers 
and blessings where “body 
moves/towards the body/as to 
a confrontation/of real with 
real," and we are held in “tidal 
rhythm" as a condition of being 
human. The problem posed in 
this section is that of being 
trapped by power, of being a 
human animal whose percep¬ 
tions go far beyond Its under¬ 
standing and whose only safe 
(though Illusory) harbor, is 
love. 

In the final section, the most 


abstract, demanding and suc¬ 
cessful of the three, the poet at¬ 
tempts to make order of these 
perceptions and messages. It is 
a struggle of the mind and 
spirit to transcend illusion and 
to reach clarity. The discipline 
is that of the priesthood, where 
ritual and custom are main¬ 
tained solely in the belief that 
illumination comes through 
order and not chaos. 

There is a sense of despera¬ 
tion and fear, "arranging the 
message/to mean aa lit¬ 


tle/heartache and fear/as 
heart can hold’' and a conclu¬ 
sion — not altogether convinc¬ 
ing — that the "gods need 
our human oils/and our 
protection" else their "crying 
mouths/gape soundless¬ 
ly'within the depthless Ice." 
This reminds me of Jung's as¬ 
sertion that we are needed by 
other life oo the earth because 
“we alone can project them 
into the light.” 

The duty paid on "light" is 
suffering, and even though the 
poet is aware no one may be 
listening, still we must keep 


the “five gates of sense/wide 
open, streaming/wine and 
blood/of praise, of pardon/that 
the light/may shine.” 

Even those familiar with 
Skelton’s work will have no ad¬ 
vantage approaching this 
book. It is a departure into a 
realm of poetry governed by a 
cold wind, and for the reader 
will work completely, or not at 
all. 

Both Sundance and Callsigns 
mark change and growth for 
their authors — Purdy moving 
straightforward, and Skelton at 
angle obflque. 
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This Is the kind of book that sorts out the elves from the 
ores. To start with, it will confirm all the worst fears of the 
anti-Tolkien movement, whose members are already suf¬ 
ficiently persuaded that The Lord of the Rings is an immense 
quantity of whimsical hot air. 

Mr Tyler provides a preface, written with an archness 
that can loosen the teeth in your head, tn which he pretends 
that Tolkien's book is not ah original Active masterpiece but 
a translation of "a collection of extremely ancient bound 
volumes . .. written during the Third Age of Middle- 
earth .. 

He goes on to make It worse by explaining that, in his 
DOd-page biographical, philological, thematic, geographical 
and historical concordance to Tolkien’s works, he hss not 
been content to list all the names and words that Tolkien 
used and explained, but has also attempted to give meanings 
to many words in the Elvish and Mannish tongues which 
were never translated by Tolkien," and also “endeavoured to 
postulate likely historical significances, based on all known 
facts, where Tolkien has not done so.” Finally, be says that 
"if for my own purposes I have attempted to adhere to the 
literary style of the original Red Book as closely as possible, 
then I hope that few will blame me.” Kindly enrol this 
reviewer as number one. 

God protect us from our friends: for this kind of hand¬ 
book to Tolkien is exactly what is needed by those who, like 
me. do think The Lord of the Rings a masterpiece, but do not 
wish to subscribe to the magaxines and societies that have 
sprung up to further the study of it, let alone to take a degree 
in it at Poosabunkie University. My Irritation with Mr. Tyler 
is caused by the fact that Ms Herculean (or, more properly, 
Fiodovian) labors would have produced something even 
more helpful than they have If he bad engaged a trusted 
friend to stand behind Mm and bang him over the bead with a 
giant as usage whenever be was seised by the urge to be 
fey 

Come; let’s make up. The Tolkien Companion is useful, 
and the quarrying Mr. Tyler has done in the books of our hero 
rivals the work of the Dwarves In the mithrllminea of Moria. 
df you want to get off here, ring the bell.) 


As all lovers of Tbe Lord of the Rings will know, its most 
astonishing aspect is that, once you are inside it, you never 
have to go out again for anything: Tolkien provides Ms world 
with Mstory, languages, maps, genealogies, mythologies and 
literatures, and his sleight-of-hand Is such that the reader is 
persuaded that Ms world is the only world there is. 

This must have involved Mr. Tyler Is an almost un¬ 
imaginable quantity of cross-references before he even 
started. You can see Mm at wort, for Instance. In the very 
long entries for the two great opposites of the wort, Gandalt 
and Sauron, the Incarnation of good and evil respectively. 
(And no damned nonsense about moral ambiguity — 
Lichtalberich and Schwarxalberich — either; it is tMs that 
has upset so many of Tolkien’s critics, when they have 
realised that The Lord of the Rings Is an allegory of our own 
world, and that he is saying, dear old-fashioned thing, that 
both good and evil exist, and that they can be readily dis¬ 
tinguished one from the other.) 

Mr. Tyler picks op the biographies of both of them thou¬ 
sands of years before the Fellowship is formed and the Quest 
begins, but he plays fair (as he says, reasonably enough, in 
Ms own defence, Where three facts are known. It la 
sometimes easy to deduce a fourth), and the consequence Is 
that reading about tbe two does give one a sense of being 
back in the book Itself. Utfortunately, Mr. Tyler con¬ 
centrates on his pastiche, excusing himself for not simply 
presenting the facts by saying that they are all In tbe nar¬ 
rative, but the upshot is that when I wanted to test Mm by 
seeking to discover }ust where in the story Gandalf s fight 
with the Baling takes place I was unable to do so In the entry 
for either of them. 

Unless we want to find out the ultimate destiny of a 
character there is nothing to be gained by looking Mm up as 
soon as we meet him, and if Tolkien had wanted to supply 
new entrants upon his stage with a potted biography of their 
earlier careers, he would have done so. 

Indeed, when he does want to, he does do so. Mr. Tyler’s 
compilation, then, is most useful for looking things up after 
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The Animal Within Us All

from their native earth. 
Meanwhile, In popular con¬ 
sciousness, this misconceived 
scientism has become the sole 
and final arts ter of what can be 
respected as "troth", usurping 
the role formerly rerei 'sed for 
religloo Mllhoos among us are 
afraid to treat our own deepest 
instincts, last some jargonizing 
“expert” dismiss them as 
merely "irrational.” 

Ironically, the narrowly 
mechanistic world-view wMch 
l yrannizee us so has long since 
gone out of date. The reigning 
scientific consensus is current¬ 
ly in the process of transform¬ 
ing Itself as radically as the old 
tclenco against which 
Wordsworth protested trans¬ 
formed tbe conventional 
wisdom which reigned before 
K. 

One of the new breed of 
scientists, as much at home in 
the transcendental as be is in 
more traditionally scientific 
realms, ia Michael W Fox. An 
authority on animal behavior, 
particularly that of wolves and

domesticated dogs. Dr. Fox it 
also active in the growing 
Human Potentials Movement. 
This dual Involvement provides 
the mainspring of Ms new book, 
Between Animal and Man. 

Fax’s scientific studies, in 
conjunction with M» work at 
California’s famous Esalen In¬ 
stitute. have led Mm to tbe con¬ 
clusion that Man "is potential¬ 
ly both animal and god in terms 
of consciousness; taut the Irony 
it that today he la rarely 
either.” For. paradoxically, 
the more we deny our animal 
nature, the more we shackle 
the very divinity that ia itrtv- 
ing to transcend it. Only by 
coming to terms with our 
physical selves can we free our 
minds and spirits to soar 
beyond all merely physical 
bounds. •* 

"Awareness of nature and its 
message." Fa proclaims, "is 
synonymous with anlighten- 
ment. Without nature the es¬ 
sential quality that makes us 
humaa would be lost." Wa 
would bt reduced, for all time 
to coma, to tbe level of "robot 
animals in a plastic jungla." 

In support of these convic¬ 
tions, Fox has written ■ rambl¬ 
ing, discursive essay wMch 
touches, sometimes very 
superficially, on a variety of 
disciplines, among tbtm 
ecology, anthropology, 
agronomy, parapsychology, 


and biooenergetics, in addition 
to hia own specialty, ethology. 
He draws freely on the Insights 
of each varied thinkers as Pier¬ 
re Teilhard de Chardin, Lewis 
Mum ford, Albert Schweitzer, 
Rene Du bos, Konrad Lorenz, 
Desmond Morris. Abraham 
Maslow. Wilhelm Reich. Alex¬ 
ander Lowen, and 8tanley 
Keleman — not to mention the 
timeless traditions of Yoga, 
Taoism, and Zen. 

For those already familiar 
with these sources. Between 
Animal and Man has little toof- 
fer. But for anyone else it 
should serve at an engagingly 
humans introduction to the 
growing body of scientific in¬ 
sights into the animal wltMn us 
all. upon whose back a nascent 
god may ride. 

Lass satisfactory is Mind- 
power, novelist Nona Cox- 
bead’s ambitious attempt to 
summarize in a single volume 
the entire range of current 
scientific research into the 
long-neglected capacities of 
the god wltMn. Her first two 
chapters are very poor — a 
shoddily assembled rehash of 
parapsychology and current 
researches into meditation and 
other techniques of "con- 
sciousnesa expansion," topics 
that art both far better served 
olsewbero. 

Fortunately, her remaining 
chapters do greater justice to 
their subjects. After auveylng

the various facets of "non- 
medical healing," from psy- 
cMc surgery to acupuncture. 
Ms. Coxbead moves on to 
the burgeoning fields of 
‘‘parascience’’ — that 
amorphous area where solid 
experimental data, more-or- 
lesa plausible theorizing, and 
sheer starry-eyed speculation 
are gradually coalescing into 
what one researcher calls a 
new "transcendental pattern of 
knowledge,” 

And it ia here, in "the final 
borderlands where religion and 
science can be said to meld in 
a ‘tupra-consciousness’ of 
man, an ‘ommi-science’ incor¬ 
porating mysticism,” that the 
complementary approaches 
represented by Michael Fox 
and Nona Coxbead finally con¬ 
verge. 

Both writers share a belief 
which stoma to represent the 
emerging consensus among the 
practitioners of the new 
"humuistife science” — that 
Man, collectively, stands on 
the verge of an evolutionary 
traniformatlon which may 
prove as radical as the one 
which marked hia first 
emergence out of the natural 
"ecoophere” where he was 
once just an animal among 
animals. Both look ahead to the 
promise of a new "globally in¬ 
tegrated community, made up 
of Individuals whose con¬ 
sciousness rises above earlier 
evolutionary forms." And both 
believe that tha necessary 
foundation of ibis con¬ 
sciousness is an abiding 
respect and reverence for all 
existence, animal as well as 
human. 

Wordsworth would un¬ 
doubtedly be pleased.
